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THE QUEEN LEAVES BERLIN 


HER TALKS WITH BISMAROK 


AND THE KAISER. 

THE CHANCELLOR VERY FRIENDLY TO- 
WARD, HER—CHEERED BY CROWDS 
—THE EMPEROR’S CONDITION. 

BERLIN, April 26.—Queen Victoria visited 
the mausoleum this morning and spent some 
time in prayer at the tomb of Emperor William. 

The Empress and her daughters accompanied 

‘the Queen. Before leaving the mausoleum the 

Queen placed a wreath upon Emperor William's 

coffin. After dining at the castle the Queen 

and the Empress at 3 o'clock drove to 
the drill ground and inspected the Life Infantry 

Guards, Princesses Victoria and Margaret ac- 

cdwpanying them on horseback. Later the 

Queen, accompanied by the Ewpress, drove to 

Berlin to bid farewell to the Dowager Empress 


and the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of 
Baden. 

The Queen’s friendly conversation with Prince 
Bismarck last evening is especially commended, 
and it is believed the interview will have satie 
factory results. The Ewperor at the interview 
yesterday handed the Queen the insignia 
of the Order of the Bath which she be- 
stowed upon Emperor William to celebrate 


his fiftieth year of military service. He also 
uve tu her Majesty the late Emperor's Order of 
the Garter. At the reception following the ban- 
quet the Queen freely conversed in the purest 
Geriman, devoting particular attention to Prince 
Bismarck, who shook hands heartily with her 
Majesty before retiring. 

In addition toa host of royalties, the Queen 
found af the station the Buergomaster anu the 
Mewbera of the Municipal Council of Charlot- 
tenburg, who had come attired in their 
Otficial robes to pay their respects to her 
Majesty. The Crown Prince’ introduced 
them to the Queen, who expressed ber 
cordial thanks for the kindly welcome that had 
been extended to her by the inhabitants. The 
,Crown Prince then conducted the Queen to a 
‘saloun carriage, the Empress accompany- 
‘ing thew, carrying a splendid bouquet 
of yellow roses. Haviug bidden farewell to 
Sir Edward Malet, the British AmbDas- 
gsador, the Queen entered the carriage, fol- 
Jowed by the Empress and her dauyghters. 
After affectionate embraces had been given the 
train sturted amid loud cheers by the populace. 
The whole route to the station was lined with 
crowds of people, who heartily saluted the 
Queen. Befure leaving the castle the Queen 
bade the Emperor an affectionate farewell. The 
Emperor expressed a hope to see her againin 
better times. The Queen repeatedly expressed 
her gratitication at the frieudly welcome given 
her by the peuple of Berlin. 

A bulletin issued this mornin “The 
Ewperor slept well last nighi. ia fever isvery 
siignt and his general condition begins to im- 

rove. 

At12:30 P. M. the Emperer’s temperature 
was under 38° Celsius. His appetite is 1mprov- 
Ing aud his generalcondition is satisfactory. 
The physicians have advised the Emperor 
against risipy. 

11 P. M.—During the day the Emperor has 
been out of bed four hours. His temperature is 
bow almost normal. His sense of taste, which 
he lost during the critical period, has returned. 
This is regarded as an exceptionally faverable 
sign. He seems better in every respect. His 
appetite is remarkable. He has again begun to 
hear State reports. The physicians are of the 
opinion that the crisis has pussed. 

Itis ofticially announeed that Count Herbert 
Bismarck has been appointed Prussian Minister 
of state and Prussian Miuisterof Foreign Affairs. 


Lonpon, April 26.—Dr. Mackenzie tele- 
graphs to the Brilish Medical Journal as follows: 
“The Emperor yesterday took some solid food 
gud enjored it. His maximum temperature dur- 
Ing the night was 10z.3°, At  widday to-day his 
temperature was 9Y9.3°. The discharge of pus 
is less, though rather thicker. His Majesty feels 
better, butis weaker, owing tu the fever and 
the discharges from which he has suffered.” 


AN ENGLISH TARIFF DEBATE. 


Lonpon, April 26.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Sir James Fergusson, Parlia- 
mentary Under Foreign Secrotary, announced 
that the French Ambassador had protested 
against the bill for laying & tax on bottled 
wines. During the discussion which followed Mr. 


Gladstone opposed the tax as being prohibitive 
of tne cheaper wines and a reintroduction of 
tue protection of the English tiscal system, 
Which would have an injurious effect on Eng- 
land’s reiations with Frauce. 

Mr. Guschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
denied that the proposed tax nad any protective 
character. He said he regretted Mr. Gladstove’s 
exagverated arguments on the subject, which 
would enable the French to say on his (Mr. 
Gladsvue’s) authority that the proposal was of a 
protective nature. 

Sir James Fergusson said he agreed with Mr. 
Goschen as to the intinitesimal effect the tax 
would have on Freuch trade, and stated that, 
considering the heavy French duties laid on Eng- 
lish imports France was notentitled tocomplain 
of the proposed measure. 

Mr. Childers said it was now clear that the 
Question was one of reprisals. He regretted 
that for the sasuke of a sinall rum the Gov- 
ernment should risk the trade of Great Britain 
with France and the settlementof the bounty 
question. 

The bill was adopted by a vote of 246 to 121.

BAITERY FINN “KEBUKED.” 


“ LICKING REPORT&RS”’ NOT SUCH FUN 
AS HE IMAGINED. 


ALBANY, April 26.—The Assembly ad- 

journed soon after the passage of the New- York 
and New-Jersey Bridge bill to-day, and the fact 
that so many idiots and knaves were recorded 
in the affirmative on the measure was a general 
topic of conversation. As the members and the 
reporters filed down stairs on the way to their 
lunch Assemblyman Daniel & Finu, who mis- 
represents the Battery district of New-York, 
yfound himself in company with one of the 
correspondents of THE TIMES, and the 
conversation turned upon the bill and 
its probable fate in the Senate. The cor- 
respondent asked the Assemblyman if there 
was, in his judgment, any truth in the rumors 
that money had been used in the passage of the 
bill Mr. Finn’s answer was a blow from be- 
hind, and then a quartering blow in the face. 
Finn weighsabout 230 pounds, and his anta- 
gonist a little mure than half that. It was 
such an attack as might be made by a foot- 
pad. Several members interfered and Finn 
slunk away. 

Finn promptly proceeded to justify his 
cowardly course by inventing the story that the 
question had been plumply put to him, * How 
much money did you get out of this?’ This is 
so absurd a defense tnat 1t finds no credence 
among those who are aquainted with the two 
men. It presumes an acquaintanceship of the 
closest intimacy, whereas they have not ex- 
changed words before this Winter. 

Albany justice is proverbially slow, and this 
was deemed to ve a proper occasion for 
impressing this tighter from the Battery, and 
his kind ip and around this Legislature, with 
the idea that THR Times demands haif the road, 
aud will take no less, and moreover that no 
Side tracking of its representatives will be 
tolerated.

M. to-day inthe Young Men’s 
Christian Association’s rooms. The Rev. Dr. 
Nash of Des Moines was elected temporary 
Chairman, and the Rev. Mr. Nichols of Glad- 
brock temporary Secretary. Probably 15 dele 
gates Were present at the opening of the con- 
vention, but others arrived at 4 o'clock, swelling 


the number to three dozen.:The Rev. Mr. Pen- 
nington, Pastor of the East Des Moines Friends’ 
Church, opened the proceedings with prayer. 
Speeches were made by Mr. Pennington, Mr. E. 
O. Sharpe of Drake University, Dr. Nash, and 
the Rev. Jdmes Docking in favor of a third- 
party movement. The following committees 
were —— On Credentials—The Rev. 
Messrs. Pennington, Stickel, and Michaels; on 
Organization—Messrs. Mickelwait, R. 8. Beall, 
8. W. Brady. Jr.; on Resolutions—Messrs. Farn- 
ham, E. W. Brady, Sr., J. L. Scott. 

The platform adopted to-night declares that 
human enactments should conform strictly to 
God's commands, demands the carliest possible 
prohibition by State aud National Constitutions 
and the repeal of all crime-fostering license and 
tax enactments. Therum power must be van- 
quished by political organization, and those 
intrusted with the enforcement of law 
taust be loyal to the spirit of prohibition. 
Politicians seek to shield the liquor trattic by 
thrusting forward the tariff, something of sec- 
ondary importance. Progressive legislation 
governing railway freights and fares is ae- 
manded; ali lawful efforts of wage workers for 
a@ better condition are commended; a fair 
count of prohibition ballots should be 
lovked to; public lands should go to 
settlers only; child labor to be for- 
bidden; the sexes should have equal rights of 
suffrage, because right in itself and aiding to 
suppress the liquor traffic; further safeguards 
for Sabbath observance are required; officials 
who shield violators of tne Iowa liquor law 
should be punished, and co-operation with the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union in all its 
efforts is pledged. :

THE INDIANA DEMOORATIO 
STATE CONVENTION. 
GREAT ENTHUSIASM WHEN THE PRESI- 
DENT’S NAME WaS MENTIONED—A 
STATE TICKET NOMINATED. 
INDIANAPOLIS Ind., April 26.—The Demo- 
crats of Indiana met in State Convention this 
morning in Tomlinson Hall. The convention 
was called to order at 10 o’clock by 
E. P. Richardson, who called for the 
polling of the delegates by counties. The 
Committee on Permanent Organization 


then reported recommending Charles I. Jewett 
of Floyd for Chairman, and William A. Peelle, 


Jr., of Marion for Secretary, Daniel W., Voorhees 


of Terre Haute. David Turpie of Indianapolis, 
Jobn UG. Shanklin of Evensville, and Joha H. 
Bass of Fort Wayno for delegates at 
large to the National Convention; Presi- 
dential Electors at Large, Thomas E. 
Cobb of Vincennes and John E. Lamb of 
Terre Haute. The district delegates are the 
Same as given out last night. and after which 
the various committees were announced—tbose 
selected by the various district meetings. The 
report was unanimously adopted. At this point 


a delegate called attention to the fact that no- 
where in the hall was there a picture of Thomas 
A. Hendricks, and steps were taken to secure 
one. 

Mr. Jewett, the Chairman, was then called 
upon and addressed the convention. In the 
course of his remarks he paid a glowing tribute 
to the Adwinistration of President Cleveland, 
and when he suggested thut the next ticket 
might be Cleveland aud Gray he was greeted 
with wild cheering and continued applause. 

Nominations fur Judges of the Supreme Court 
were called for. W. E. Niblack of Vincenves 
was nominated from the First District without 
opposition, George V. Howk of Floyd County 
aud Hugh McMullen of Dearborn County were 
nowiuated from the Second District. Tho ballot 
resulted: Mr. Howk, 922 votes; McMulien, 309. 
Mr. Howk was declared the nominee. For the 
Fourth District, Allen Zollars of Fort Wayne 
and William H. Carroll of Grant County were 
placed in nomination. Mr. Zollars received an 
overwhelming majority. William K. Myers of 
Madison County, Courtiand C. Matson of Put- 
nam County, W. D. Bynum of Marion County, 
and William Holman of Lawrenceburg were 
placed in nomination for Governor. At the 
¢lose of the§ call of counties Mr. Myers 
gained the floor and moved that the nomination 
of Mr. Matson be made unavimous. This was 
done amid loud cheering, and Mr. Matson was 
called to the platform, waere he thanked the 
delegates for their action and presented to them 
the issues that would claim their attention dur- 
ing the coming canipaign. : 

The nomination of William R. Myers of* Madi- 
son County for Lieutenant-Goveruor was made by 
acclamation, for which Mr. Myers brietly thanked 
the convention. Robert W. Miers of Monroe 
County was nominated for Secretary of State by 
acclamation. For Auditor of State, Hugh Dough- 
erty of Wells County. Charles A. Munson of Allen, 
aud Eli W. Brown’‘of Whitney were nominated. 
For some reason the nameof Milton James of 
Delaware County was not announced by the 
Chairman, although a number of delegates voted 
for him. The ballot resulted: Dougherty, 
44215; Munson, 624; Brown, 118; James, 464. 
Mr. Munson was declared the choice of theconven- 
tion, and his nomination was made unanimous. 
For Treasurer of State, Thomas B. Byrnes of Ev- 
ausville was nominated by acclamation. John 
W. Kern of Howard County was nominated by 
acclamation for reporter of the Supreme Court. 
For Attorney-Generul, Green Smith of Jen- 
nings County, John R. Wilson of Marion, 
James McCabe of Warren, and O. J. Gless- 
ner of Shelby were placed in nomination. 
The result of the first ballot—Glessner, 71; 
McCabe, 18723; Wilson, 51623; Smith, 45623; 
necessary to choice, 616. Mr. Glessner’s name 
was withdrawn at this point, and the call of the 
second baliut proceeded. It resulted: McUabe, 
54; Smith, 543%; Wilson, 633%. Mr.

The 
following is the platform: 


I. The Democratic Party of Indiana, in conven- 
tion assembled, renews its pledges of-tidelity to the 
Constitution and doctrines taught by the illustrious 
men who were its founders, aud illustrated iu their 
administration of the Government, and insists upon 
an houest and economical administration of public 
atfuirs—Federal, State, and wunicipal. It will resist 
all effort to deprive the Federal Government of any 
of its powers as delegated in the Constitution, ani 
will maintain for the States and the people, re- 
spectively, the rights and powers reserved to them 
in the Constitutiva. 

II. We congratulate the people of the whole 
country upon the eminently: successful Administra- 
tion of President Cleveland. Coming iuto power 
under circumstances peculiarly difficult and embar- 
gassing. Afteralong period of Republiceu rule he 
has conducted the affairs of the Executive Depart- 
ment with such prudence aud ability as to challenge 
the approval of all unprejudiced people. That he 
has earnestly labored to discharge the duties of his 

reat office in the interest of all the people there can 

@ no question. That he has succeeded 
well is a source of pride and _ gratitication 
to those who elected him, as it should be to all his 
countrymen. Not even party malice dares to assail 
his honesty or integrity, and all his acts have not 
only been clean, but abuve suspicion. The country 
is at peace Witn all the world, the laws are faithtully 
administered, good order and economy prevail 
wherever the Executive has control, and the whole 
country is enjoying remarkable prosperity under 
his wise and beneficient Adininistration; therefore 
-the Democracy of Indiana feel that it would be un- 
wise to risk the hazard of a change,and declare 
themselvés emphatically in favor of his re-election.

The Democratic Party of Indiana favors such 
rules and regulations for the civil service, both na- 
tional and State, as will secure honest, capable, and 
deserving public officers; but where honesty, abii- 
ity, and meritare equal we believe there would be 
both justice and wisdom in giving preference to 
those who would harmonize in principle and policy 
with the party having the respousibility of adminis- 
tration. i 

Vv. The Democratic Party, being of the people and 
for the people, favors such legislation as will guar- 
antee the broadest protection to the interests and 
welfare of the industrial masses; it recognizes that 
lubor is the producer of the wealth of a nation, and 
that laws should be so framed us to encourage and 
promote the interest, progress, aud prosperity of 
all classes and especiaily of all laboring pevpie.

The young men ofthe party under 
the lead of Gray controlled the nomination, 
leaving to the older heads, led by the Hon. Will- 
iam H.+: English, the framing of the resolutions, 
about which the “boys” did not cars except 
that the one indorsing Gray should be 
included in the platform. Tbis was done and 
the whole document adopted without dissension. 
The principal feature of the day was the de- 
feat of Green Smith, under whose lead the 
Democrats were enabled to elect a United 
States Senator last Winter. At first Smith and 
his supporters would not listen to any thing 
less than the Governorship as his reward; 
then his claims dropped to second place. Lat- 
terly he has been willing to take the Attorney- 
Generalship, but ho was decisively deteated for 
that to-day. When called upun for a speech 
he declined to .go on the platform, and 
said that if the campaign this year should 
end as did tbat of 1886, in defeat 
throngh the blunders of the party leaders, he 
would be still found on the ruins standing by 
his duty and would probably give the Democracy 
avother Senator. Smith’s manner was very bitter 
and he is badly hurt by his defeat. Mr. English, 
who reported the platform, is very anxious 
that his name shall be coupled with the docu- 
ment, for he says that the resolutions will 
attract very general attention. The ticket is 
held to be more than a usually good 
one so far as its make up.-is_ con- 
cerned. The administration of Cleveland was 
warmly indorsed throughout. Chairman Jewett 
in his speech said: “I congratulate you that the 
people of «this State applaud and cheer 
the administration of Grover Cleve- 
land, the auperb. It is an  administra- 
tion whith has attracted the attention 
of the people because it has transacted the 
people's business and kept its pledges. In 25 
years the Republican Party gave the people to 
understand that platforms were for campaign 
purposes only. Thank God, Cleveland’s 
Administration has demonstrated the con- 
trary. It has shown that pensions sbouid 
be given for merit, that lands should be given 
for homes, that tariff should be for revenue, that 
all abowinationsin any guise which defy the 
will of the prople should be overthrown.

A SELF-CONFESSED MURDERER. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 26.—Adam 
Mugler, a laborer, is in jail here to-night on his 
voluntary confession that he is the murderer of 
his wife. The crime, he says, was committed in 


New-York last May at 644 East Twelfth-street. 
He isa German and is 33 years ofage. He is 
about 5 feet 8 inchesin height,weighs about 170 
pounds, and his face is smvoth shaven with the 
exception of asandy mustache. To all appear- 
ances he is perfectly sane, and he told his story 
in such a manner that the officers to whom he 
surrendered believe it to be true. 

“Eighteen years ago,” he began, “I came to 
this country from Germany. I located in New- 
York City, and was employed in a blacksmitn’s 
shop. Near where I worked lived a family 
named Myers and they bad one daughter, Kutle. 
We became acquainted and wyear avo last No- 
vember I married the girl. We went to live 
with her parents at 644 East Twelfth-street, and 
for a time everything went on smoothly. Svon, 
however, her parents began to create discord 
between us, and often we had open quarrels. 
One day last May, Idid not co to work, but re- 
mained at home aud attempted to persuade 
Katie to consent to change our boarding house. 
She bitterly opposed it and we haa a quarrel. 
It ended by my snatching a looking glass from 
the wall and smushing itover her head. She 
fell like alogtothe floor with her skull fract- 
ured. Quickly gathering my effects I became a 
traveler. By reading the New-York papers I 
learned that my wife died a month afterI had 
struck her.”

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MAINE SOLID FOR BLAINE 
A BIG CONVENTION INDORSES 
THE PLUMED KNIGHT. 

NO OTHER CANDIDATE MENTIONED OR 
THOUGHT OF—MR. SHAW’S STORY OF 
BLAINE’S ILLNESS MAKING TROUBLE. 

BaNnGor, Me., April 26.—It was a largely- 
attended convention. All Eastern Maine was 
here and Republicans from the remotest section 
of York County produced credentials. The 

Stalwarts were here in great numbers; that is, 

not only Blaine men, but men who care for 

nobody else but Blaine. Again the political 
paw of “Joe” Manley dropped down on the 
assemblage. The enthusiasm for Blaine was 
immense. Seven hundred and eighty-three del- 
egates, plus 500 spectators, packed Norombega 
Hall. The preliminary details of the organiza- 
tion having been attended to, the real work of 
the convention was proceeded with, and so well 
arranged wis everything that the fun was over 
inan hour. When it came to the choices of Pres- 
idential Electors Mr. Mitchell of Auburn pre- 
sented the name of the Rev. Dr. Cheney of 
Bates College, but long before the assem- 
blage had been called to oraer it was the 
understanding that the doctor's name would 
not be placed on the Maine Electoral 
ticket.

Shaw’s story about Blaine’s health is making a 
good deal of trouble and was savagely assuiled 
on the quiet at Bangor.

A TALK WITH MR. MANLEY. 
HE PROFESSES TO KNOW THAT MR. 
BLAINE IS IN PERFECT HEALTH. 


Banaor, April 26.—The statements of 
Mr. O. M. Shaw of the West End Hotel of Bar 
Harbor, regarding the health of the Hon. James 
G. Blaine, which appeared in THE TIMES on 
Wednesday, caused consternation and dismay 
here. Mr. Shaw saw Mr. Blaine four weeks ayo, 
and said the latter told him in substance that 
diabetes and stomach troubles affected him 
sadiy, and Mr. Shaw, who is a gentleman 
of integrity, said that Mr. Blaine looked 
and acted ‘like a very sick man, and 


would never run forthe Presidency. So when 
the 800 representative Republicans gathered in 
convention bere to-day they besieged the Hon. 
Joseph Manley of Augusta, who is nearer to 
Blaine than any living wau, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Baker, who perbaps stands next to Manley 
in Blaine’s favor, tor facts rexurding the phy si- 
cal condition of the Plumed Knight of Maine. 
Mr. Manley simply said that Mr. Shaw was 
either mistaken or had been wrongly quoted, 
but later in the day TH&r TIMEs reporter saw Mr. 
Manley alove. 

“Mr. Manley, I desire to know if you will 
make any statement about the health of Blaine. 
Cau you deny the Sbaw story ¢” 

* Why, bless you, I have been denying it all 
day. Mr. Shaw is mistaken.” 

“Do you know that THs NEW-YORK TIMES 
published it yesterday ?” 

* Did they ?’ That was too confounded bad. 
Why, he is us well as you or I.” 

“Will you tell me how you know ?” 

“Yes, [will Ihave here three letters from 
Mr. Blaine, and I will let you see them, provided 
you do not mention the private matters, and 
then you can judge tor yourself whetber or not 
they were written by a sick man. The Shaw 
story bas been distorted and added to with 
imaiicious intent.”

PERMANENT ORGANIZATION OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA BRANCH. 

LANCASTER, Penn., April 26.—To-day 
there isa great gathering of Republican clubs 
in this city, the object of the convention being 
to form a State hranch of the National League 
of Republican clubs. The convention assem- 
bled in the Fulton Opera House at 11:30 o’clock 
and about 900 delegates were present, repre- 
senting 140 clubs, of which 20 were from Phil- 
adelphia, 16 from Scranton, 10 from Pittsburg, 
and 3 from Harrisburg. Senator L A. 
Watres, E. Warren, Alderman C. M. Roes- 
ler, D. G Newman, Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department, all of Scranton; Heber Mc- 
Dowell, Coroner of Allegheny County; Major J. 


N. Cooke, District Attorney of Montgomery 
County; William R. Leeds, J. A. Passmore, 
Harry Hubn, Auditor-General A. Wilson Norris, 
Robert L. Orr, Thomas J. Powers of Philadel- 
phia, Gen. J. P. 8. Gobin of Lebanon, Samuel L. 
Osch of Sehuylkill, E. L. Darlington of West 
Chester, Dr. Doane of Williamsport, Chris Magee 
of Pittsburg, Senator Johu Ek. Reyburn of Phila- 
delphia, Senator Thompson of Dauphin, and City 
Treasurer Frank Bell of Philadelphia are among 
the prominent Republicans in attendance. 

John H. Weiss of Harrisburg, Chairman of the 
State League, called the convention to order, 
and the followidg nner officers were 
chosen: Chalrman—A. F. Thompson of Dau- 
phin; Secretaries—Cuurles E. Voorhees of Dau- 
vhin, Edward Smith of Schuylkill, Heber Meo- 

owell, Allegheny. A committee of one from 
each Senatorial district was selected by the 
delegates, und committees on credentials, on 
resolutions, and representation on the Execu- 
tive Committee were selected, and retired to de- 
liberate. The Committee on Credentials reported 
that there were uno contests, and all 
the delegates were eutitlied to seats. Sen- 
ator Delamater of Crawford County addressed 
the convention on the importance of organizution 
among young Kepublicans, and Doane of Will- 
aiusport, also made an address, Senator John E. 
Reyburu of Philadelphia presented the report of 
the Committee on Apportionment tor the 
Executive Committee, recommending that the 
committee consist of one member from each 
Senatorial district, except where there are two 
or more counties in the district, when each 
county shail be represented. The report was 
adopted. The Comwittee on Permanent Organi- 
zation reported, nominating A. C. Robertson of 
Allegheny for Chairman, 29 Vice-Presidents, 
one from each district, and Charles E, 
Voorhees, John 4H. _ Landis, Edgar iL.

HOW IT 18 VIEWED BY THER 
LEGISLATORS 
THE DAMAGING TESTIMONY AGAINST 
HILL — WONDER THAT MR. IVINS 
EVER DIGNIFIED HIS STAFF. 

ALBANY, April 26.—Gov. Hill was par- 
ticular to announce to the public to-day that ho 
had demanded the resignation of Mr. Ivins) He 
was also particular to create the impression 
that in appointing Mr. Ivins as Judge-Advocate 
and member of his staff he had conferred some 
favor upon the late Hubert O. Thomp 
son and oex-Mayor William R. Grace 
The Governor is evidently displeased with 
the testimony regarding Squire and bimself that 
was elicited from Mr. Ivins when on the witness 
stand last Monday. Just how he will meet the 
statements so damaging to his character is not 
known. His most intimate friends are not given 
any intimation of his probable course. They 
know that he is angry and profane, but that 
is the limit of their knowledge. Tney 
have been trying to make members’ of the 
Legislature believe that nothing has happened 
in New-York that reflects in the slightest degree 


upon his character, but in this they have had 
very indifferent success. There is tou much 
known about the Governor and his methods 12 
this vicinity to secure them either attentive or 
syimmpathetic audiences. The better class of 
Democrats shake their heads and some of them 
are bold enough to talk about his being the 
Jonah of the Democratic Party. 

Mr. Ivins's resiguation was accepted as a mat- 
ter of course, and if there was any commenti6é 
was in the nature of wonder tnat he ever digni- 
tied the staff with his presence. In picking his 
staff two years ago the Governor wus 
Particular to give some thought to the 
financial standing of the geutlemen whom 
he proposed to honor. Mr. Ivius’s 
selection is attributed to bis desire to court the 
New-York Democrats, with whom he was nog 
upon particularly intimate terms.

I 
have been deeply interested, not only during my 
term of office, but long prior thereto, as Brigade aud 
Division Judge-Advocate, in the welfare and im- 
ge of the military service of the State, and [ 

ave always tried faithfully to perform the 
duties of the office, which, as you will appreciate, 
have been peculiarly difficult and exacting 
during my term., The office, as a judicial publica 
oflice, involves no duty of personal or political fol- 
lowing, but only perfect observance of the oath 
of ottive. It is, however, a so-called statf office, 
and while I am unaware that I have ever done ot 
neglected to doavything in the performance of 
its duties, or as an officer and a gentleman, 
which should constitute a reason for my retir- 
ing. and although you assign no reason for your 
request, I nevertheless respect it as a command, and 
hereby resign the ofiice of Judge-Advocate- General 
National Guard State of New-York.

ROUMANIA’S UNQUIET TIME 


GHARLES'S PEOPLE FOR RUS-: 
SIA, BUT HE FOR AUSTRIA. 
RESULTS OF THIS NOW SEEN—WHY RUS- 
SIA IS SO MUCH FAVORED—SUCCESS 
OF THE RUSSIAN DIPLOMATISTS. 
Vienna, April 7.—Civil war at the pres- 
ant mowent 1s raging in Roumania, and thé it- 
aurrection which af first was of dn agrarian 
character ts developing into a full-blown revolu- 
tion that bids fair to drive King Charles and his 
podt Queen from their perilous throne to seek 
refuge in the German Fatherland. As Rouma- 
nia appears to be the crater of a volcano formed 
by thé Eastern question a few words indicating 
the causes of the present disturbances may be of 
intérést. Rouimania possesses a population of 
about 5,500,000 inhabitants, of whom all but 
about 400,000 belong to the Greek rite, and 
practically regdrd the Czar of Russia m the 
same light as Spanish, Austrian, and French 
Catholics do the Pope. Although not Russian 
by descént, yet to all intents ang purposes the 
vast body of thé popuiation have Russian ideas, 
customs, and traditions, and up to the year 
1864 the system of serfdom and of communal 
lands was almost identical with that of the do- 
minions of the Czar. Moreover, the common 
people regard the latter as their liberator from 
the bondage of Turkish rule and tyranny, and, 
notwithstanding all statements io the contrary, 
have rétained a very friendly recollection of the 
Russian occupation of 1877, when the Czar’s 
troops made a pointof paying liberally for all 
they required and of treating the population 
with consideration. 

It should also be added that the large Rouma- 
nian population of the province of Bessaravia, 
which was acquired by Russia at the congress 
of Berlin, in 1878, appear to be exceedingly sat- 
istied with their position as subjects of the Czar. 
There are no complaints from that source, and 
consequently there is no feeling in Rotmatia ou 
behalf of ‘‘unredeemed” Rouinanians in Bessa- 
rabia, nor any aspirations in the latter province 
toward Roumanian citizenship. , 

With regard to Austria the feeling of King 
Charles's subjects is very different. Ib the first 

lace, the Austrian troops who occupied 
Moldavia and Wallachia during the Crimean 
war left exceedingly bad impressions behind 
them, and are_ asserted to have behaved with 
great prutality and tyranny. Secondly, there 
are no less than 3,000,000 Roamanians settled in 
Transylvania and Hungary. who aré subject to 
the Emperor of Austria’s rule, and who are 48 
bitterly discontented with their lot as were tle 
Venetians at the time when the “ Pearl of the 
Adriatic” was still under the oppressive sway 
of the Vienna Government. Severe methods of 
repression and even of persecution are used by 
the Hungarians in their futiie efforts to Mag- 
yarize their Roumanian fellow-citizens, toward 
whom they display on all occasions the most 
undisguised and insulting contempt. The 
Hungarians wish = fo form 2a unified 
kingdom with a Parliament in the English 
fashion; and consequently they endeavor to as- 
Similate and legscn all peculiarities in imetitu- 
tions, languazes, custuiws, religion, and ideas. 
With this object in view the Diet, at Pesth has 
suppressed the autonomy of Transylvania, 
which 1s almost exclusively Inbabited by Rou- 
Mmanhians, apa which had its glorious past, very 
much in the same way as the English Parlia- 
ment at the veginning of the present century 
destroyed the autonomy of Ireland. Moreover, 
indirect. contiadiction with the terms of the 
Austrian imperial law of 1863 concerning 
Transylvania, the use of the Roumanian lan- 
guage in the Government documents, jaw courts, 
churches, and schouls has beon proaibited, and 
the autonomy of the, churches and schools has 
been abolished. The Roumanians are @ very lin- 
pulsive and hotheaded people, and bitterly re- 
gent the above instances of ** Austrian tyranny,” 
as they term it, and yearn for deliverance frem 
the heavy yoke of Austrian oppression. 


The position of their compatriots on the other | 


side of western fronticr excites thé most intense 
interest, sympathy, and compusston on the part 
of the Roumanians under King Charles's rule, 
who see in Transyivania a genuine case of 
*“ Roumania Irredenta.” The feeling through- 
out the littie Danubian Kingdom is most dis- 


tinctly hostile to Austria and favorable to Raus- | 


sia, and since Koumania’s neutrality in case of 
an Austro-Russian war would be but a polite fic- 
tion, and she i8 under the disagreeable necessity 
of saying herself irom descraction by ailying 
nerself with one or the other of the two comba- 
tants, the population prefer that the alliance 
should be contracted with the Czar rather than 
with the Emperor francis Joseph. 

King Charlies, however, notwithstanding all 
his devotion toward his adopted country, 1s, be- 
tore everything else, a Hobenzoliern, and en- 
tirely influeuced on al] matters of foreign policy 
by the head of bis house &t Berlin and by the 
latter’s Chancellor, Prince Bismarck. In “ac- 
cordance with their instructions and his own 
iuclinations, but in direct opposition to the 
wishes of his subjects, he has thrown himself 
into the arms of Austria and contracted an of- 
fensive aud defensive ailiance with the Vienna 
Government. in this course he was warmly 
supported by M. Bratiano, who, until two weeks 
ago, Was the all-powerful Prime Minister of the 
kingdom. For over12 years this unscrupulous 
man, who, in 1858, was expelled from france 
in consequence of his implication in an attempt 
to assassinate Napoleon Lif, has been the des- 
potic Premier of Roumania, and although at 
the time of his fall he poasesaed a majority of 
no less than 137 votes im the Parliament, 
yet his party had entirely ceased, either in 
home or in foreign matters, to represent the 
wishes of the country. This somewhat anoma- 
lous state of affairs was due to the pressure and 
intluence exercised on the electors by his Vast 
network of officials. AS au instanceof M. Bra- 
tiano’s impudent efforts to induce the peasantry 
to Vote in bis behalf, it is merely necessary to 
state that among other ingenious contrivances 
he had invented for tho use ot the peasantry 
bright biue voting tickets in transparent envel- 
opes, and had caused tre belief to be spread that 
not to vote blue would be toincur not only the 
displeasure of the Government, but also of the 
local collectors of raies and taxes, M. Brati- 


ano’s nade has likewise been implicated in the ° 


lovg series of boodle &candals which have ended 
by giving the Koumanian Administration the 
reputation of belong the most corrupt Govern- 
mentih Europe. Among their number may be 
mentioned the contract for the construction of 
the railways which was awarded to a German 
company at the rate of $40,000 per kilometer, 
whereas French apd English syndicates offered 
to do the work for $20,000 a kilometer, the War 
Office frauds,jand many others. 

It was for the purpose of taking advantage of 
the state of aflairs caused by the autagoni$m of 
the people to the King and Government that the 
Czar dispatched M. Hitrovo, the cleverest of all 
his splendid corps of diplomatists, totake up his 
residence as Russian Plenipotentiary at Bucna- 
rest, and adjomed to his legation as First Secre- 
tary the late M. Gregoire Willawow, Who spent 
more than eight years of his life as Chargé a’ Af- 


faires at Washington. How well M. Hitrovo has‘ 


sueceeded in his mission may be seen by gazing 
at the present disturbed state of Roumania. The 
members of the Pariiamentary opposition have 
relied on him for guidance, and every ortho- 
dox priest and village pope throughout the 
kingdom has been gladto act on his instric- 
tions as coming from the supreme head of their 
church, namely, the Czar. Hisobject, of course, 
Was to drive from power both the sovereigu 
and Minister, who had allied themselves with 
Russia’s enewioes, and to install in their places 
friends of the Czar. For Bulgaria and Constan- 
tinopie can only be reached by the Musosovite 
forces through Roumagia, and it is indispensa- 
ble to Russia that the little kingdom should be 
either subject to the Czar’s orders, or at least 
amicably disposed to Russia. 

The peasantry are an improvident lot whose 
erops are mortgaged even before they are rips 
to the Jewish usurers that swarm throughout 
the country. The distress and the taxes have 
gone on increasing year by year, and hence M. 
Hitrovo’s, Pansisvist emissaries found but lit 
tle difliculty in persuading the peasants that 
their misery was due to the hostility of the King 


and Government to the Czar, and that were good ° 


relations established with the latter peace and 
plenty would be the result. The rising of tho 
easantry was further complicated by an alarin- 


ng riot at Bucharest where, with a view of ter- - 


rorizing the opposition, a popular demonstra- 
tion in favor of the latter was without the slight- 
est cause or reason attatked by the Police and 
fired on by the troops, much bloodshed being the 
result. So flagrant was the conduct of the Min- 
istérs on this occasion that, notwithstanding his 


majority in Parjiament, the King was positively 


forced to dismiss M. Bratano from office. 

The new Ministry which was only constructed 
with great difficulty may be described as a coali- 
tion administration and cannot possibly last 
long in ite present state. M. Carp, the Minister 
pf Foreign Affairs, was for many years Kou- 
manian Envoy at Vienta, and is devoted to the 
interests of Austria. M. Rosetti, the Premier, 
is on the other band, in favor of an alliance 
with Russia, bis daughter having recently mar- 
ried a.son of M.de Giers, the Ruesian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. Thus _~ and Rosetti, who 
are trary opposed to one ar 
thet

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. - 


AN IMPORTANT ALDLEANCE. 

A PASSENGER DEAL MADB BETWEEN 
TWO BIG ROADS. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—An important 
alliance has just been entefed into Betweew the 
Philadelphia and Reading and the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroads. President Spencer and 
Vice-President Smith of the Baltimore and Ohio 
and Président Maxwelt of the New- 
Jersey Central, President Wilbur and 


| VieePrestdent Sayre of the Lehigh Valley, 


aud President Oorbin and Vice-President 


McLeod of the Reading, have had their heads 
together for the past three days for the pur: 
pose of effecting a deal between the Baltt- 
more and Ohio and Reading by which the 
Baltimore and, Ohio will be a.lo to 
deliver its’ suburban passengers at the 
proposed elevated road station of the Reading, 
at Twelfth and Markét streets, In this arrange- 
mont the interests of the Lehigh Valley and the 
Jeraey Central had to be considered, which 
accounted for tlhe presence of the heads of those 
roads at the conferénce. ; 

It was stated to-nigit by a prominent man in 
financial and railroad circles that the terms of 
the contract had heen agreed upon. The Balti- 
moreand Ohio lias no intention of abandoning 
its station at Twenty-fozrth and Chweat- 
nut streets. That siation is a conven- 
ience for people living in Philadelphia iu the 
western part of the city who want to go to 
Boston, Washington, or the West. The suburban 
passenger traffic south of Philadelphia will be 
greatly augmented by the propused new facili- 
ties, and it is with thie in view that the scheme 
has been developed. 

President Spencer desired to arrange for 
through passenger transportation between New- 
York and Chi¢age, using tha Reading and Jersey 
Central. The officers of the latter roads 
are not in favor of making a closer 
alliance in this respect. They be- 
lieve that the completion of the South 
Pennsylvania Road will aftord a more direct 
route to the West,and one which will prove nore 
popular than that offéred by thé Baltimore and 
Ohio. For this reason they prefer not to be 
tied up by a leng contract so that they will be 
unable to avail themselves of the advantage of 
the Sotith Pennsylvania when it is built. 

The Reading has another important projeet in 
view, being the extension of the elevated road 
down Willew-street to the Delaware River and 
the establishment of a ferry at that point 
which will connect with the Philadelphia 
and Atlantic City Railroad. The Summer 
travel to the seashore has grown to 
Buch enormous proportions that it has become a 
vreat source of profit, and the Reading means to 
make every effort to afforé attractive accomino- 
dations, which willincrease its Summer passen- 
ver traffic. The Willow-street extension would 
Crna ali the suburban towns along the lines of 
the Reading ahd the Balttmore and Ohio in di- 
rect communivation With the sea, 


TO CHECK THE REDUCTIONS, 

CuicaGo, April 26.—The General Mana- 
gers of the Northwestern lines met to-day to 
consider the proposition of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Northern toreduce rates on through 
business from New-York to St. Paul. 
All the roads interestedin St. Paul business 
were represented, with the exception of the 


St. Paul and Duluth. It was evident from 
the outset that the lines in the association wers 
of one mind on the question and thatthey would 
not consent to the proposed lowering of rates. 
To do 80 would be to eithar demoralize local 
rates . or deprive Chicago merchants of 
advantages which they woald never give 
up without a vigorous protest. The 
discussion was not a long one. All the 
lines except the Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern and the ‘‘Soo” line agreéd that 
no change in the rates on seaboard traffic 
sheuld be made at present, and that any change 
made hereafter should be made subject to 10 
days’ notice, such notice not to be given before 
May. 

Under this action no change can be made in 
the rates earlier than May 12, and there is no 
likelihood that such a change ag the one pro- 
yosed will be made at all. The Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern is, of. course, 
free to pnt into” effect its proposed 
tariff arrangement, and its representatives an- 
nounced that this would surely be done May 1. 
The “Soo” lhe @eclared that its rates must 
recessariuly be dropped to the level of those 
adopted by its competitor, and it issafe to assume 
that the new tarifi will zo into effect on both 
rokds simultaneously. It ts agreed that there 
should be a free exchange of information be- 
tween the Burlington and Northern, the Wash- 
burne line, the ‘*Soo,” and other roads as to the 
rates made from time te time through the me- 
dium of the Chairman. 


REDUCED DRESSED MEAT RATES. 

CuicaGgo, April 26.—The new rates on 
live stock and dressed meats adopted by the 
Chicago Committee on Eart-bound Lreight went 
into effect to-day on all the lines in the 


Central Traffic Assoctfation. A reduction of 
5 cents per 100 pounds fis made on 
alllive stock and dressed meats from Chi- 
cago to Eastern points when shipped 
in carloads of &® nmimum weight of 20,000 
pounds. ‘his makes the rate on dressed 
meats, (except pork, loaded in common 
ears,) 65 cents to New-York and Boston 
points, 63 cents to Philadelphia, 62 cents 
to Baltimore, 52 cents to Albany, 
and 35 cents to Buffalo, Pittsburg, &c, On 
cattle, the rate to New-York and Boston is 35 
ccnts; on sheep, 40 cents; on hogs, 30 cents, 
and on horses and mules, 60 cents. The usual 
differentials of 20 and 10 vents respectively are 
allowed the Grand Trunk and the Chicago and 
Atlantic to Boston.

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KILLED BY ?HH FROSI. 


TRUCE CHOPS IN VIRGINIA BADLY 
DAMAGED. 

Norrowx, Va., April 26.—A heavy frost 
fm thi¢section last night greatly damaged all 
ktnds of truck crops. Estimates of the damages 
made to-day place the loss to the farmers in 
Norfolk,.Princess Anne, and Nansemond Counties 
at not less than $1,000,000, and some make the 
estimate as high as $2,000,000, but this ts prov- 
ably an exaggeration, and the first-named 
figure will certainly cover any loss. The prin- 
cipal damage done was to strawberries, toma- 
toes, potatoes, and beans, while cucumbers, 
melons, and squash where they were ouf 
of the ground were cut down. Strawberries 


were very far advanced and. picking 
in a few days. The 
large berries were little htrt, bat those that 
had only grown to the size of 4 pea were nearly 
all killed. The blossoms, which were very tbick, 
lave been entifely cut off. The berries which 
had nearly matured will be picked and sent into 
market in a few days, and then there will be a 
cessation in the shipments, cansed by the killing 
of the blooms and the young berries. It is esti- 
mated thatonly about a half eropof straw- 
berrtes will be raised. 

Irish potatoés were well out of the ground, 
and 1h many places they were being worked. 
They were entirely cut down. They will, how- 
ever, spring up again, but the effect of the cut- 
ting down of the plants will be to increase the 
crop and decrease the size ef the potatoes, caus- 
ing a large yield of what are known as culls, 
which are practically worthless. Ia addition to 
this the erop will be late, and if will be thrown 
in closer competition with the Jersey ana Long 
Island potatoes, which is what our farmers must 
avoid if they expect to make any money. 

All of the bean crop has been destroyed, and 
the loss here is serious, for there ts great trouble 
in getting seed for replanting, whicg is neces- 
sary, and experience has shown that if the first 
vlanting of beans is not successful not much can 
be gotten out of a second planting. 

The tomato crop, which is one of the tender- 
ést planted in this section, as it is one of the 
most extensive, has been a big sufferer, and the 
settings which were out lie black and dead in 
the fields. Those farmers who had not put out 
all of their plants are in luck, as they can re- 
plant, but many set all, and it is now too late to 
have recourse to the hotbeds to grow new slips. 

A slight breeze from the south prevailed dur- 
ing the frost,and those farms which lay im- 
mediately on the north shore of the bay and 
river suffered comparatively little, the salt- 
laden wind practically killing the frost. The 
full moon in April is always regarded by the 
farmers in this section asd the critical period 
with thetr truck crop, and the frost of last night 
fully met their most exaggerated fears. With 
the exception of 1875 the frost of last night 
was the latest on record. In that year there 
was a killing frost April 29. The weather to-day 
is decidedly warmer, and al] fears of further 
damage are passed, though 1t could not be much 
worse than it is. 
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AGED OOUPLE’S SUICIDE. 


MAN AND WIFE FOUND HANGING TO- 
GETHER. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—One of the most 
remarkable cases of suicide ever known in this 
city was discovered to-night, the viétims being 
Ernest Eichfeld, aged 60, and his wife, aged 55. 
Eichfeld was a German by birth and a tailor by 
trade, livigg in a small house in the rear of 
1,131 North Second-street. He had always 
workea steadily, and was looked upon 
by his neighbors, among whom he had 
lived for over two years, a8 a sober, honest, and 


industrious man. His wife was also an object 
of respect and admiration in the neighborhood 
on account of her néat and tidy habits and her 
home, which was a model of eleanliness. The 
couple, although they were childless, were sup- 
posed to be ltving a life of happy contentment 
until to-day, when their landlord came to 
collect the rent. He found the house closed, 
and it being an unusual occurrence he at once 
reported the matter to the police, who respond- 
ed by making an investigation, which resulted 
in finding both of the aged peuple dangling at 
the end of a ropé, apparently having been dead 
for some time. ; 

On entering the house the officers found Mra. 
Eichfeld’s bo hanging bya clothesline from 
the transom of the second-story front room, and 
her husbana’s lifeless form was found in almost 
the same position in the third-story rooi, the 
house being a small one and so constructed that 
there was but one room on each floor. Both 
of the suicides were oleanly dressed, and 
it was evident that even more than 
ordinary care had been taken to pre- 
tent a neat appéarance. The man had 
provided himself witha new Pat of slippers 
and also & new pair of socks, and the rest of his 
clothing Was in ktpping with these articles, 
with the exception that he wore no coat. In the 
pocket of his pantaloons was found a piece of 
paper with his name and address thereon, and & 
search among the effects revealed a similar 
piece of paper in the pockets of another pair of 
pantaloons which hung in a closet. 

Diligent search failed to establish even the 
slightest motive for the rash act of the appar- 
ently loving couple, and it ls regarded by the 
police officials as one of the most remarkable 
cases On record. Eichfeld was thonght to be 
quite well todo, but nothing has been developed 
which would confirm the belief, and the only 
theory advanced in the case is that the couple 
had become tired of life and mutualiy agreed to 
end their existence.

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THE GRHAT OIL MONOPOLY. 


HOW THE STANDARD HAS MADE MONEY - 


OUT OF UNJUST REBATES. 

Wasnincton, April 26.—When the in- 
vestigation into the subjeet of trusts was re- 
sumed by the House Committes on Manufact- 
ures this morning, Mr. Dodd, counsel of the 
Standara Otl Company, introduced Mr. Joseph 
H. Choate of New-York as the representative of 
the Standard Company before the committea. 

State Senator Lewis Emery of Bradford, Penn., 
corroborated the statement made yesterday by 
Mr. Campbell to the effect that practically all 
the independent refiners had been wiped out 


between 1972 and 1879 by reason of the rebates 
pa the Standard and its predecessor, the 

outh Improvement Company, by the ratiroads. 
The independent competitive refineries in 1872 
numbered 250, and only four or tive were in 
existence in 1879. Subsequent to°1879, on 
@ guarantee from the Pennsylvania Railread 
, that equal rates would be given to all shippers, 
witness established a refinery in Philadelphia. 
At that time he was a large producer, but found 
that, owing to the fact that companies affiliated 
with the Standard owned the pipe lines, he could 
not get fresh oil to hia refinery, but was served 
with tank oil of an inferior quality, estimated 
to be worth 20 cents less per barrel than fresh 
oil, Witness then eonstructed a pipe line from 
hig wells to the Rochester and Pittsburg 
Railroad, so as to secure ol from his 
own well. Trouble soon commenced in getting 
care, and, though witness made strenuous 
efforts, he was unable to secure them except at 
irregular intervals. Atone time he found that 
the Standard had applied for all of the oil cars 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and had sent 
most of them out of the State. At that very 
time the Standard had 300 of its own cars side- 
tracked and idle at Buffalo. Finally, witness 
was forced to sell out to the Standard 
in 1887. “We were simply deviled to 
death,” he added. Had he been able to 
secure cars he would have been able to con- 
tinue business, even though there was 
no profit in refining because of the fact that he 
saved $40,000 a year out of his pipe lines alone. 
The Standard chargea 20 cents per barrel for 
piping oil from the wells, while it only cost 14 

ents for witness to transport the oil over his 
ownline. Part of this difference was due to 
the fact that no pumping was necessary from 
witness’s wellé to the railroads. The statistics, 
witness said, showed that while 97.5 per cent. 
of all the retining business in the country had 
been done within the State of Penn- 
sylvania in 1863, only 3.5 per cent. 
of the business had been done within 
the State in 1880. A compntation made by wit- 
ness showed that the Standard had received 
over $10,000,000 in rebates in 1715 months from 
the four Fe railroads leading from the oil 
flelds. itness had no personal knowledge of 
the fact, but it was his opinion that the Pennsyl- 
vanla Railroad still gave rebates to the Standard. 
At the present time he had a suit for $300,000 
against the Standard for rebates alleged to have 
been given tn 1881 to 1887. 

Representative Breckinridge asked why the 
railroads discriminated against shippers, as it 
would seem to be against the stockholders’ in- 
terests. Witness replied that he would not like 
to give what he believed to be the history of 
these rebates, but he would assert that it was 
his opinion that the railroad men were inter- 
ested in these drawbacks and made hundreds of 
thousands of doliats a year out of them. ‘Had 
they ali had their deserts,” continued the wit- 
ness, “they would be in State prison to-day.”

The 
amount of rebates given to the Standard, he 
certainly thought, amounted, in the aggregate, 
to over $100,000,000, and, had tbe ratiroads 
treated all shippers alike, it was his belief that 
they would now bein receipt of an annual in- 
come of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 
greater than they received at present.

A CURIOUS DISCOVERY. 
AND A REMARKABLE PROPHECY COM-

OLAIMING HIS MOTHER'S ESTATE. 

DerTroit, Mich., April 26.—H. K. Sadler, 
who has been employed in the counting room of 
the New-York Herald for upward of 20 years, 
has laid claim to the estate of Mrs. Sarah 
Riley, who died in January last, amounting to 


several thousand dollars, consisting of real 
estate in Waikerville, Canada, and in this city. 
Mr. Sadier, whose real name is Hume, was 
adopted in 1847 by o family namea Sadler, 
living at Hamilton, Ontario, The Sadiers shortly 
afterward moved to New-York, and the mother 
and son did not meet again until 1870. 
Mre. Hume married Francis Riley in 1852 
and had come to suppose her child deud 
or, if not, that she would never hear of 
him, thinking that the Sadlers would not reveul 
to him his paternity. On the contrary, they 
brought the boy up with a full knowledge of 
who his parents were and as Boon a8 in a position 
to do go, he set about to tind his mother. After 
several years of patient search his efforts were 
rewarded, and mother and son met in Walker- 
ville in 1870, ‘They afterward eorrespended 
regularly until June last, when Mrs. Riley 
eeused to write. No word of her death reached 
him until he saw an acceunt of the proceedings 
of the probate court a short time ago to have 
Mr. Riley adjugged insane on thé petition of his 
only child, Mra. J. P. Sullivan of this city. Mr. 
Sadler arrived from New-York yesterday morn- 
ing and has retained a lawyer to look after his 
interests.

MILWAUKEE, April 26.—Five members of 
the Hebrew congregations Anse Jacob and

A LEADER OF A STREET BAND TELLS. 


AN INTERESTING STORY. 

A German band of strolling players stood 
the other afternoon in frent of a Bowery 
saloon, over the door of which hung a green 
banner decorated with a golden harp rampant. 
The players were filling the air with a dis- 
eordant attempt at ‘St. Patrick's Dayin the 
Morning.” When they had finished the tune there 
was applause from a number of good-natured 
Irishmen who could not mistake the famillar 
air even if it did appear in strange disguise. 


How did the band learn the tune, and how 
did the players know it was appropriate? a re- 
porter asked himself. 

The leader uf the band, who was a large, 
broad-shouldered man with a Teutonic counte- 
nance, was approached. ‘‘Do you speak Eng- 
lish ?”’ suid the reporter, 

‘Well, I shouid smile,” he replied, with the 
accent of a Pennsylvania Dutchman, as he en- 
tered the saloon furadrink. “[am not a Ger- 
man. [’manAmerican. But all the restof my 
men are Germad and most of the bands are Ger- 
man, leaders and all. So you would like to 
know something about how we live and what 
weearn. My band here is a pretty good one 
and we make wore than the average. I[t is the 
general impression that bands divide the money 
eollected in equal shares. But I don’t work it 
that way. I hire these men for $1 a day apiece, 
Our band, ineluding myself, is only tive. 8o I 
only have a daily pay rollof $4. Now, lots of 
people don’t see Low it is we make a living. It’s 
easy enough, though; we play about six hours 
a day and once every five minutes during that 
time. Now, that would be 72 times a day. If 
we can collect 10 cents each time, you see, it 

ays for me as long as the other fellows are sat- 
stied. I give them each his $1 and pocket $3 20 
myself. Asa matter of fact, though, we average 
about 20 cents for each time we play. Then, 
you see, my profits are large. Take $4 from 
$14 40 and you leave me $10 40, which is a 
good day’s wages and nothing extraordinary for 
me to make. 

‘“Tused to be a peddler in Pennsylvania and 
the South, and the first time I heard a German 
band and saw them picking up the dimes and 
nickels I made ~ my mind there was money in 
street playing. was the bass horn in the vil- 
lage bana when I was home and I decided to 
quit peddling and go into music for a business. 
I couldn’t get Americans to work for $1 a day 
so [hired these Germans. Some of them can’t 
read aword of English, but SS. be beat 
when it comes to reading notes. They get there 
sure. I was the one who thought of teaching 
them music appropriate to the season. For in- 
stance, about Washington’s Birthday we were 
working the ‘Star Spangled Banner,’ ‘ Americs,’ 
and ‘Hail Columbia.’ Then for St. Patrick’s 
Day I taught the boys the ‘ Lakes of Killarney,’ 
‘The Last Rose of Summer,’ * Kathleen Mavoar- 
neen,’ and other good Irish melodies. They 
have helped us to make money, | can teil you. 

“T suppose you think that a German band 
never practices, but let me tell you, I have the 
boys up in my room for an hour every morning 
before we go outforthe day. During that time, 
we reliearse pieces fer the future and I always 
try to have sumethiug new to suit the popular 
taste. Iam now getting ready for the Summer 
season of steamboat rides, picnics, and excur- 
sions, aud I hope to have a choice selection to 
choose from before very long. I tell you, 
young man, the German band business, next to 
running a canal boat, is abeut the most profit- 
able thing for the amount of capital invested 
that I know of.” 

With that he badethe reporter a cheerful good 
morning and ied his band to the next Bowery 
saloon, in front of which hung flags of a number 
of nationalities. Asthe reporter moved away 
he heard the strains of that popular song begin- 
ning: 

“ France has the Lily 

And England the Kose 

Everybody kuows where the Shamrock grows.” 


SHATTERED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


NO PERSON KILLED, BUT A GOOD MANY 
INJURED. 

CuicaGo, April 26.—An explosion that 
pitcbe@ 70 people into the air, throwing one 
man 50 feet, wrecked 16 big plate-glass win- 
dows, ruined $35,000 worth of clothing, and 
caused a stampede of hundreds of people from 
the upper stories of tall buildings, oc- 
curred in a@ basement at State and 
Jackson streets this evening. Queerly 
eueugh no one was killed or even fatally in- 
jured. A couple of workmen for the Houston- 
Thomson Electric Light Company were at- 
tempting to drill across under the street for a 
conduit when a gas main was inadvertently 
punctured. One of the pair lit a candle to seé 
what was the matter with the drill. The next 
instant the two workmen, the seventy-odd 
clerks and customers in the Bell clothing 
store on the first floor, the iassive 


plate-glass front, and the heaps of ready- 
tmnade apparel were mixed up in an almost inex- 
tricable mass with broken timbers and falling 
plaster, while people for blocks around thought 
an earthquake had occurred, and rished pell- 
mell into the street. George Dunlop, a floor 
walker, who was standing on a hotair regis- 
ter in the floor selling a £auit of 
clothes to a lady and a little boy, 
went flying obliquely to the ceiling and 
landed on an overturned table 50 feet distant. 
The woman and child were thrown off their feat, 
but were virtually uninjured and quickly made 
their eseaps. Dunlop’s back was badly wrenched, 
and it is feared he is hurt internally. Both the 
workmen, Charlies Ash and George 8t. John, 
were seriously injured, being fearfully bruised 
Fo cut, but are neitherin apparent danger of 
eath. 

Tno others hurt serlously are Henry Lund, T. 
J. Dungley, and E. L. Kieinhaus, all peo a 
in the store. Every person in the establishment 
at the time was more or less scratched, bruised, 
and bedraggied, but were able to make their way 
out without assistance. The fire was quickly ex- 
tinguished by the city department, else results 
to the victims would have been something 
frightful. J. H. Cohn., owner of the Bell store, 
estimates his loss at $35,000. It is fully in- 
sured, but there is a doubt whether he can col- 
lect, a8 the damage in the main was not caused 
by fire. N. Corwith, owner of the building, has 
a loss of $10,000; insured. A curious illustra- 
tion of the force of the explosion ts the fact that 
few of the fragments of the great windows found 
were larger than two inones square.

rigbtof way has been secured through Hyde 
Park, on State-street, from Thirty-ninth to 
Forty-third streét, east to the alley between 
Prairie and Calumet avenues, on the alley to Six- 
ty-third-street, east to Charles-street, and south 
on Charies to Kighty-seventh-street. One branch 
willrun east on Highty-seventh-street to South 
Chicago, and another will run west on Eighty- 
third to State, and south on State to One 
Hundred and Twenty-fourth-street. No sys- 
tematic attempt has been made to secure a right

The Indiana Democratic Convention yes- 
terday adopted a resolution indorsing the 
Administration of Mr. CLEVELAND and de- 
claring ‘‘emphatically in favor of his re- 
election.” The convertion also adopted a 
resolution as follows: ‘* We insist that the 
taxes on imports be reduced to the lowest 
point consistent with the efficiency of the 
public service, and we demand a re- 
vision and reform of the present unjust 
tariff, as reeommended in the late message 
of the President.” This is sufficiently defi- 
nite. It will be remembered that the nti- 
Cleveland-Democratic organ has been in- 
sisting that Mr. CLEVELAND’S nomination 
on the platform of his message would split 
the party hopelessly in several States, of 
which Indiana was one. 


Senator RUSSELL of Albany, after dodg- 
ing all previous votes on the High License 
bill and being counted as an opponent of 
the measure unless it was amended in favor 
of beer, finally voted for it on its passage, 
‘and by that vote it has been sent to the 
Governor for his approval]. Every Sen- 
ator was present when the vote was 
taken, and every Democrat and four 
Republicans —COGGESHALL of Oneida, 
LAUGHLIN of-Erie, SWEET of Senoca, and 
WortH of Kings—were recorded against 
‘high license. COGGESHALL professed to act 
‘tin the interest of the hop growers of his 
‘district, and SWEET is a maltster who 
‘feared the effect of his action upon his bus- 
‘iness, while LAUGHLIN and WorTH were 
‘simply afraid of the liquor power in Buffalo 
‘and Brooklyn polities. The Democrats ar- 
irayed themselves on the side of the liquor 
interest partly through fear and partly 
through sympathy. Party positions on the 
question are tolerably well defined notwith- 
standing the cowardice and self-interest 
of a2 few Republican representatives in 
their action, and it remains to be seen 
which side is to gain or lose by the position 
taken. There seems to be at Albany some 
Giscussion as to‘ the Governor’s treatment 
of the bill, but of this there can really be 
little doubt. The united Democratic op- 
position, which made a party issue of the 
bill, was largely inspired by the Governor 
and sustained by his encouragement. He 
‘hoped and desired to escape acting upon it 
ihimself, but now that be has to face it he 
‘will no doubt veto it. If he signs it we 
ighall certainly be surprised. 


She trial of Mr. KERR, which is to begin 
next Wednesday, ought not to occupy a 
great deal of time. After the experience it 
bas had, the District Attorney’s office ought 
to be able to present the evidence clearly 
and compactly and handle the case expedi- 
tiouslty. There is no reason, therefore, why 
‘preparations should not be made for bring- 
‘ing other ‘ boodle” cases to trial be- 
\fore the Summer sets in. There has 
‘been too much delay already. Judge Pat- 
TERSON comes to the trial of KERR 
without the advantage of familiarity with 
the details of these cases, but the way has 
‘been made pretty clear by the rulings and 
‘decisions that are now on record. He isan 
able, studious, and carefal Judge, and fully 
‘equal to the task before him, and his integ- 
rity and fairness are beyond all question. 
The public will have entire confidence not 
only in his ability to deal with such ques- 
tions a8 may arise, but in his disposition to 
see equal and exact justice done. He is one 
of the Judges in whose hands the interests 
of the people are entirely safe. 


The prospective resignation of Commis- 
‘sioner ATkrns of the Indian Office is on some

‘with military officers which used to form a 
jeading function of an Indian Commissioner 
thas beon unknown during the career of Mr, 
\ATKINS. Itis truce thatthe old project of 
_iputting the Indian Office under tho charge 


of the War Department was dropped years 


ago, and hence the suspicion and antag- 

“onism connected therewith have dropped 
with it, but the Commissioner has in- 
stinctively accepted the military forces as 
executive allies in the fortunately few 
needed cases of keeping unruly tribes under 
control, and has worked with them. Under 
him, also, the methods of dealing with the 
red men have made great advances. 
The passage of the law for the allot- 
ment of Indian lands in severalty and 
the selling of surplus lands for the benefit 
of the red men is a more important piece of 
legislation toward Indian civilization and 
citizenship than the administration of any 
of his predecessors can show. He has also 
warmly advocated giving to the Indians 
the advantages in transportation and other 
matters which the near presence of railroads 
affords, instead of keeping them cooped up 
apart from all progressive influences. His 
efforts to extend the system of Indian 
schools have been especially rewarded with 
good fruits. 


Even the membérs of the State Board of 
Arbitration must be aware that they cut an 
undignified and ridiculous figure in their 
investigation of the business of brewing as 
carried on in this city. Certainly they can- 
not be acting as arbitrators when one party 
not only declines to submit anything to 
them, but denies their right to exist as 
an official body. Moreover, there is 
no “labor trouble” in the brewing 
business. The employers discharged all 
their men for one day, made the dis- 
charge permanent as toa small number of 
them, filled their places with moro accepta- 
ble persons, and resumed work. They are 
now as hard at work as ever, with a full 
force. All that tho arbitrators can do is to 
recommend them to discharge the men they 
have recently employed in order to make 
places for the other men whom they dis- 
charged for cause. Itis quite certain that 
the brewers would pay no attention to this 
recommendation and that the arbitrators 
have no power to enforce it. Then why 
investigate ? 


It is not surprising that the committee of 
the French Chamber of Deputies to which 
the Panama Canal Lottery bill was referred 
has made a favorable report, for of the 
eleven members of the committee seven had 
supported the motion to consider the bill, 
and twd of these are connected in a busi- 
ness way with the work on the isthmus— 
one recruiting negro laborers in Martinique 
ani Guadaloupe for the contractors and 
the other shipping from Bordeaux tim- 
ber for the company’s use. The new loan 
for which the Government’s approval 
is sought in the bill would be a 
small one, but it would be followed 
speedily by others, and the bill contains a 
clause authorizing the company ‘‘to con- 
vert into obligations of the same type and 
with the same conditions and guarantees 
all or part of the loans already realized.” 
It will be seen that it is DE LESSEPS’s pur- 
pose to obtain at least the moral support of 
the Government for nearly $300,000,000 of 
outstanding obligations, as well as for all 
the debts to.be contracted hereafter. If 
they shall yield to his appeals and those of 
his shareholders and subsidized journals, 
the representatives of the French people 
will impose upon the republic the enormous 
burden of an enterprise which is already 
virtually bankrupt, and which can easily 
absorb a sum greater than the indemnity 
yaid to Germany without returning any- 
thing more satisfactory than an interna- 
tional quarrel. 


A CONSISTENT CAREER. 

Gov. Hixu’s method of meeting the dam- 
aging testimony of Chamberlain Ivins 
in regard to the former’s relations with 
Roun M. SqQuiRE is a curt demand for his 
resignation of the position of Judge-Advo- 
cate-General on the Governor's staff. This 
is the Governor’s way of showing his resent- 
ment of statements of fact which he is un- 
able to deny. Asareply to Mr. Ivins’s tes- 
timony it isnot altogether conclusive. It 
fails to disprove any of his statements. 

Is this all that the Governor proposes to 
do to clear himself of the charge of trying 
to have the Squire letter to FLYNN sup- 
pressed and of seeking to retain that rascal 
in public office for the purpose of using him 
after his unfitness had been brought to his 
attention and the corrupt agreement 
under which he secured the office of Com- 
missioner of Public Works had been 
made known to him? Has he no other 
way of meeting tho evidence which 
shows that he was the central figure of 
the aqueduct deal, by which it was 
sought to turn the greatest public work of 
this city for a generation into political job- 
bery? This evidence makes it plain that 
the Governor was one of the principal par- 
ties to the scheme, and that he sought to 
profit by it, not only politically, but 
pecuniarily, for closely involved with tho 
schemo was the arrangement by which his 
notes to raise political funds for his own 
benefit were paid in part out of the profits 
of aqueduct contracts. 

We see no way in which Gov. HILL can 
clear himself from the scandal of his active 
participation in the infamous aqueduct 
deal and his association with SQuiRE, who 
was made a controlling power in the new 
Aqueduct Commission. He promised to 
stand by SQUIRE against the efforts of 
Mayor GRACE to remove him in order that 
he might use him to promote the jobbery 
to which he had committed himself. 
Directly and through his wretched 
tool MULLER he asked for appointments 
in the Department of Public Works and 
used his influence to have contracts awarded 
to O'BRIEN, to whom he was under pecun- 
iary as well as political obligation. But 
though this matter comes now somewhat as 
a revelation, there is nothing in it to belie 
the former record of Davip B:HiLu. His 
career has been consistent from its very be- 
ginning, when he entered the Assembly in 
1871 as the partner of WILLIAM M. TWEED 
and the subsidized agent of the Erie ring. . 

Have the people forgotten the story of 
hiw TwEED put $10,000 into Hix's El- 
mira Gasetie in 1870 and became his busi- 
ness partner to secure his help in the 
schemes of plunder he then had in hand? 
Being thus secured, Hixx entered the Legis- 
lature to do the bidding of the ‘‘ boss” of 
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the infamous Tammany ring of those days. 
He supported every one of TWEED’s meas- 


| ures in the session of 1871 by which the 


great plunderer was enabled to cover up 
and-continue his public stealings and 
by which he hoped to _ perpetuate 
his power—the amendment of the 
election law to beat the registration pro- 
visions, the 2 per cent. tax levy and the 
Consolidated Debt act under which tho 
expenditures of tho ring could be concealed 
and carried on with supposed impunity, and 
the rest. TWEED was closely associated 
with Govuip and Fisk in the ring that 
plundered tho Erie Railroad, and all his 
faithful followers served that gang in the 
Legislature. Under tho act of 1869 classi- 
fying the Directors of the company so that 
only one-fifth of them could be changed in 
any one year the ring had fastened its grip 
upon the company, and the outraged stock- 
holders and the disgusted public demanded 
the repeal of the.act. TWEED stood by the 
Erie gangand his Legislature refused to re- 
peal the Classification act, but in this matter 
Davin B. HILL, as a member of the Rail- 
road Committee of the Assembly, seemed to 
be acting directly for the Eriering. His 
zeal in its service indicated that his inter- 
est had been enlisted by the means which 
Gou.p and Fisk in those times found to beso 
potent at Albany. He not only took a leading 
part in defeating the repealing act in 1871, 
but he did his utmost against a similar bill 
in 1872, which was supported by such men 
of his own party as SAMUEL J. TILDEN and 
Joun C. Jacoss. But the recotd of 1871 
and the exposure and downfall of TWEED 
had reduced the Democratic representation 
in the Legislature to eight Senators and 
thirty-one Assemblymen, and HIt, as one 
of the few of the old set who had secured 
a re-clection, was powerless. 

When néxt this cheap Elmira politician 
came into notice in tho State, in 1882, this 
early episode in his career had been for- 
gotten. THE Times brought it to light 
when he was running for Governor in 1885, 
but the embittered Blaineites of the State 
“knifed” Ira DAVENPORT and helped to 
elect HILu in spite of it.. As Governor he 
hasshown the same characteristics that 
marked his early career, and his part in the 
aqueduct deal is only a conspicuous ex- 
ample of his methods. He appointed his 
old Elmira partner and political Man 
Friday, WILLIAM L. MULLER, to the Board 
of Claims in order that, receiving pay for 
public service, he might do his political 
work. In distributing appointments, in 
dealing with legislation, and in exercising 
his other executive functions he has had an 
eye single to his own political gains. The 
public interests have been sacrificed, 
party action has been prostituted and de- 
graded, so far as he could control it, 
and the suffrage has been corrupted, that 
Davin B. HILL might advance his fortunes. 
It is time for the Democrats of this State to 
consider whether the people will much long- 
er support a party that gives itsconfidence 
and its honors to aman likethis. Can they 
afford to carry him and his scandalous 
record any longer? 


“MR... BLAFNE IS THE MAN.” 

Whether the wise and pious Mr. ELLIotr 
F. SHEPARD was carrying out aplan that he 
had discussed with any one else when he 
made his speech nominating Mr. DEPEW 
for the Republican candidacy as President 
we do not know. -Itis not impossible that 
he was, and it is equally not improbable 
that he opened his Bible that morning at 
some passage suggesting his speech of tho 
evening, and after the manner of the late 
Gen. GoRDON, straightway acted upon it. 
His eye, for example, may have fallen 
upon the proverb of SoLomoy, “The liberal 
soul shall be made fat, and he that water- 
eth shall be watered also himself,” and he 
may, thereupon, have proceeded to “‘ water” 
the boom of Mr. DEPEW, which has been 
pushing its sprouts through tho snow-crusts 
in various parts of the State. But what- 
ever may have been Mr. SHEPARD’S mo- 
tives, and whoever, besides his inimitable 
and purely unique self, may have been 
his counselors, Mr. DEPEW has seen fit to 
make a very frank and ingenuous state- 
ment on the subject, that will be 
read with pleasure and approval by all his 
friends, with the obvious exception of the 
froward Mr. SHEPARD. 

Mr. DEPEW gives two reasons for not 
saying that he would refuse the nomina- 
tion if it wero tendered to him, one of 
which, at least, is conclusive. One is 
that be does not believe he will get the 
nomination, and would, therefore, bo an 
“egregious fool”’' to decline it; and the 
other is that he “firmly believes that Mr. 
BLAINE will’ get it. The second reason 
is, as wo have said, conclusive. We 
hardly think tho first is, because, 
when a man’s party is pretending to beat 
the bushes fora candidate, and a goodly 
number of local conventions, newspapers, 
and politicians are declaring that he is their 
favorite candidate, if he not only does “ not 
want” the nomination but will not take it, 
we see no good reason why he should not 
say so. Toregard that declaration as be- 
traying vanity does not appear to us log- 
ical. Atany rate, itisa very rare form of 
vanity, and in the quandary the Republican 
Party is now in it would really be 
an act of party loyalty, a substantial serv- 
ice, if Mr. DEPEW has made up his mind 
under no circumstances to take the nomi- 
nation to say so plainly. However, that isa 
matter for Mr. DEPEW’s personal decision. If 
ho had conténted himself with saying that 
he is ‘‘not aspiring to the Presidency” and 
does ‘‘ not want the nomination,” his decla- 
ration would have been taken by his 
friends for what they thought it to bo 
worth. But what he says of Mr. BLaInr 
clinches what he says about himself, and, 
with all respect to Mr. DEPEW, surpasses it 
in interest. 

Mr. Derrw takes precisely the view of 
Mr. BuiarNne’s “ Florence Message” of Jan. 
23 that we took at the time of its publica- 
tion, and that we have seen no occasion to 
change, though some of the Blaine organs 
have been very angry with us for holding 
it. He thinks that Mr. BLAINE “ hasa per- 
fect right to refuse” the nomination, and, 
also, that Mr. BLarine has not refused it. 
His letter was “sincere,” but ho * never 
said he would refuse the nomination; he 
merely said that his name would not 
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bo presented to the convention.” And 
Mr. Depew added: “If Mr. Branve is 
drafted into the service,so to speak, if his 
nomination is unanimous, I have no doubt 
that he will accept it, and that ho will 
be the candidate of the Republican Party.” 
“ What we want isa man strong enough to 
carry not only his own State, but tho entire 
country, and I think Mr. Buarne is tho 
man who can do this, and that is why I 
favor his nomination.” This is a candid 
statement. It is, no doubt, just what by 
far the greater number of Republicans 
think, who care enongh about the subject 
to think of it at all. As prophecy it is very 
sound and safe. The men who oven pre- 
tend not to feel so are becoming fewer every 
day. The various men who have tried 
to keep alive some hope that, at the last 
moment, the lightning of ‘the convention 
would strike them, have about given it up, 
even Mr. SHERMAN being an exception 
more in appearance than in reality. As for 
those who have nursed the illusion that 
BLAINE was really out, and that the * bet- 
ter clement” was rid of him and could 
choose some one worthy of the place, they 
have become pretty well discouraged. If 
any of them. have the heart to go to Chi- 
cago, wo shall admire their faith and tender 
them our sincere sympathy. ‘‘ Mr. BLAINE 
is the man.”’ 


THE BIRTHDAY OF GRANT. 

The initiation by Gen. SHERMAN, his most 
famous lieutenant and only successor in 
the grade of General, of the annual cele- 
bration of the 27th of April as the birthday 
of Grant is a happy thought, whose estab- 
lishment into a constantly-widening cus- 
tom may safely be predicted. While tho 
principal observance of the occasion to-day 
wili take place in New-York in a dinner at 
DELMONICO’s, and at Pittsburg in a dinner 
of the Americus Club, it is not unlikely that 
elsewhere minor celebrations may occur, 
while, as the years roll on, the day will prob- 
ably pass into greater and greatercelebrity, 
like the birthdays of ANDREW JACKSON and 
LINCOLN. 

One noticeable feature of this inaugural 
celebration—a feature which suggests that 
the fullness of time has come for it—is the 
participation of some of GRANT’s former 
opponents in the New-York festivities. As 
President of the Grant’s Birthday Associa- 
tion Gen. SHERMAN sent letters of invitation 
to Gens. LONGSTREET, GORDON, BUCKNER, 
FITZHUGH LEE, MAHONE, Mosby, and J. 
E. JOHNSTON, in language which assumed 
their friendly recognition ofhis great fame: 
“Time has developed the affectionate re- 
gard which the people of all sections enter- 
tain for the virtues of this illustrious man, 
and it is fitting that those of ys who know 
him should set the example to those who 
are to follow of thus annually doing honor 
to his memory.” ToSouthern soldiers must 
be accorded the credit of being among tho 
foremost to check that singular notion 
which prevailed in some parts of the North 
toward the close of the war, and soon after 
it, of belittling the military qualities of Gen. 
GRANT. They- were quick to understand 
the discredit implied in the theory that 
they had been overcome by aman of only 
ordinary efficiency. The Confederacy might 
well recognize GRANTS ability—“ great will 
I call him, for he conquered me.” 

The observance of the birthday of GRANT 

finds adequate justification in the fact 
that he is one of the most illustrious men 
that America has produced, one of the 
most renowned of ourage in any country. 
To have been twice President of the 
United States, the first General of our 
army, the military leader under whose di- 
rection a great war was ended in the tri- 
umph of the Government and the restora- 
tion of the Union, constitutes a fullness and 
variety of fame such as is not likely to be 
repeated in our day. Nor is the interest of 
his career lessened by its apparent lack of 
forecast in earlier years. It is true that he 
came honestly by his martial qualities, more 
than one near ancestor having proved a good 
soldier in our Revolutionary and French 
and Indian wars. He had all the advan- 
tages, too, of a West Point education, and 
of the admirable practical schooling, three 
years after graduation, derived from the 
war with Mexico, which yielded him the 
double experience of TayLor’s and Scott’s 
campaigns and brevets for gallantry both 
at Molino del Rey and Chapultepec. But 
during the seven years which elapsed after 
his resignation from the army, in 1854, with 
the rank of Captain, he seems to have retro- 
graded rather than advanced. Perhaps an 
observer might not have been unreasonable 
at thatera in declaring that GRANT had 
seen his best days in Mexico and would 
never rise to be a figure of consequence on 
the world’s stago. At all events, the con- 
trast between what was then promised in 
his life and what was afterward performed 
is extraordinary. Perhaps its simplest ex- 
planation is that he had quitted the career 
most suited to his gifts, while the return to 
it brought his powers again into their ap- 
propriate channel. 

Certain it is that from the very moment 
Capt. GRANT resumed in, 1861, the profes- 
sion of arms he mounted to success with 
a rapidity and sureness which have no par- 
allelin the war. Ina few months he was a 
Brigadier-General, commanding one of the 
chief strategic districts of the country and 
beginning aggressive operations- with a 
vigor which could Mardly wait for author- 
ity from his superior officer. Thencefor- 
ward a wholly exceptional burden of inde- 
pendent responsibility was continually 
thrown upon him, and increased from step 
to.step. This peculiar experience, coupled 
with his courage, aggressiveness, and 
tenacity, will do much to account for his 
remarkable success. Each new step helped 
to prepare him for the one to follow, widen- 
ing his experience and adding to his stock 
of knowledge; and his career, though often 
overshadowed by the doubtful fortunes of 
war or by incidents of personal annoyance, 
reveals no permanent reverse from begin- 
ning to end. 

Yet it is not more the military exploits of 
GRANT that appeal for the annual com- 
memoration of his birthday than the mag- 
nanimous spirit he manifested when the 
‘war was over. More than one pungent say- 
ing of his will go into history, but the 
four words, “Let up have péace,” will per- 
haps be most chorished by all his country- 


men, and especially by those who were once 
his foos. 


THE CHURCHILL “BOLT.” 

It would be ‘easy to attach either too 
much or too little importance to the open 
revolt of Lord RaNxporrpm CHURCHILL 
against the Salisbury Government. In this 
country tho fact that Lord RANDOLPH is a 
leading politician has never been explicable 
except upon thé ground that he was the son 
of a Duke and that snobbishness is as great 
a factor in the political asin the social lifo 
of England. It is certainly not creditable to 
English politics that such a man should be 
conspicuous in them. His career has been 
atolerably—or perhaps it would bo more ex- 
act to say an intolerably—faithful copy of 
that of DisraE.i. He began it in the same 
way by “‘saucing” the most distinguished 
public man in England. In D1sra£Etr’s time 
this was Sir Ropert Perry. In Lord Ran- 
DOLPH’s it is Mr. GLapsToNnE. In each case 
the assiult had tho desired effect 
of attracting attention to the assail- 
ant. The conspicuonsness thus obtained 
Lord RANDOLPH has kept up by the most 
sensational and unexpected performances 
that occurred to him. This is not a very dif-' 
ficult part to play for a man unembarrassed 
by political opinions or by personal 
modesty. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that DisRarrr at any time 
personally had any politics) Ho would 
perhaps have eaid that political 
opinions were 2a luxury. beyond tho 
reach of a man to whom it was necessary 
to ‘get on” in practical politics. He had, 
however, the faculty of making neat and 
epigrammatic statements, landatory or sa- 
tirical, upon the political opinions of other 
people. This faculty his disciple does not 
share; but he does share the cynical con- 
tempt for those opinions and the cynical 
willingness to make use of them for his 
own purposes. ; 

A man in this condition of mind has un- 
usual advantages for playing the game of 
politics. When, therefore, Lord RANDOLPH 
announces that he must part company with 
the Government because it has failed to re- 
deem its pledges with regard to local gov- 
ernment in Ireland, the announcement does 
not mean that he isin favor of local gov- 
ernment for Ireland or that he is against it. 
If he had any opinions upon the sub- 
ject, his declaration of them would 
be unimportant, and his reasons 
would not be worth hearing. But 
his announcement may nevertheless 
have an importance. It really indicates 
that he considers that the Government will 
be beaten upon this question, or upon some 
other feature of its Irish policy, and that he 
means to be in @ position to make terms 
with its successor. Upon that point hemay 
be a very good judge, all the better because 
the merits of the question do not interest 
him. 

The importance attached to the defection 
of Lord RANDOLPH by the Tories in Eng- 
land seems to us greatly exaggerated. The 
London Times, for example, consoles itself 
by the “hope that the next engagement 
will find him in the opposite ranks.” 
There is good ground for this hope. He has 
Do prejudices that will prevent him from 
taking the winning side as soon ashe is 
able to select it with a reasonable as- 
surance of certainty. His action shows 
that the side taken by the 
does not to him seem likely to be 
the winning side in the immediate 
future. Infact it seems quite out of the 
question that the Irish policy of SaLtisBuRY 
and BALFOUR can continue to be acceptable 
to the English people. The notion of gov- 
erning a people by making laws defining to 
be crimes acts that all of them do and 
glory in, and prosecuting their repre- 
sentative men under these laws, is one 
that must in a short time revolt the 
common sense of Englishmen and Scotch- 
men. The Parliamentary majority of 
the Government in favor of this hopeful 
scheme is still substantially intact; but 
there are many reasons for believing that 
this majority no longer represents the 
opinion of the constituencies; and the de- 
fection of Lord RaNnDOLPH CHURCHILL 
from the Unionists is one of these reasons. 
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THE CHAMBERLAIN SUBSIDY. 


The Mills bill provides that the duty on 
wood screws shall be 35 percent. of their 
value. Under the present law the duty is 
measured by the weight of the goods, the 
rates ranging from 6 cents to 10 cents a 
pound. These rates are practically prohib- 
itory, for the value of screws more than one 
inch long imported last year was only $117. 
The ad valorem rates equivalent to these 
pound rates two years ago ranged from 104 
to 174 per cent. 

Tho Washington Post asserts that the 
proposed reduction is opposed by Con- 
gressman VANCE of Connecticut. who “in- 
tends to make a speech about wood screws 
and tho influence of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN on 
our tariff legislation.” Mr. VANCE remem- 
bers that Mr. Joszpa CHAMBERLAIN made 
a large part-of his very comfortable fort- 
une a8 & manufacturer of wood screws in 
Birmingham, and as Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
was in Washington when the Mills bill 
was prepared he professes to believe, it 
is said, that in making the reduction to 
35 per cent. the majority members of the 
Ways and Means Committee were not un- 
mindfulof Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S interests. All 
this is very acceptablo to some of the high 
tariff organs. One of them remarks that Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN “alyays was a sharp busi- 
ness man,” and asks: “Can it be that he 
devoted part of his time at Washington to 
hobnobbing with Mr. MILLs’s committee and 
showing them how to arrange a satisfactory 
tariff on wood screws?” Apparently it 
answers its own question in the affirmative, 
for it adds that “‘even if the Senate shall 
refuse to be bamboozled by his treaty there 
will be loft the Mills Tariff bill as another 
fruit of his mission.” ; 

Those who call to mind the remarkable 
compact made some years ago between Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN and the manufacturers of 
screws in this country will see that Mr. 
VANCE has chosen a very interesting topic. 
We don’t see how the opponents of tariff 
revision can gain anything by inviting at- 
tention to the-wood-screw business or to 
Mr. JoszPH CHAMBERLAIN’s connection 
with it The 


tariff contains no more suggestive chapter 
than that which relates to the: subsidizing 
of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN and his Birmingham 
factory by the American wood-screw 
monopolists in order that they might 
exact from the people who “protected” 
them prices even higher than were 
permitted by very high tariff rates. The 
makers of screws in this country—at that 
time the industry was, if we are not misin- 
formed, controlled by one company—were 
protected not only by a high tariff but also 
by patents on the machinery used. Their 
profits were enormous and the value of their 
company’s shares rose to extraordinary 
figures. There was nothing to check their 
greed but the possibility of competition 
from abroad, and such competition could 
not affect them until they had raised their 
prices to the limit set by a very high 
tariff They reached this limit, having 
prevented competition at home, and then 
sought to pass it by subsidizing the only 
English manufacturer who stood in tho 
way. That manufacturer was Mr. CHam- 
BERLAIN, and ho has told the story. On 
Nov. 12, 1885, at Birmingham, he made a 
speech in which he undertook to show from 
his own experience how a hich protective 
tariff may enable rings or monopolists to 
exact heavy taxes from the consumers who 
gave them protection. The following is 
taken from the London Siandard’s report of 
his remarks: 


“At that time the Americans puta duty of 
100 per cent. on scrows, and in spite of that his 
firm sent these articles to America in larze 
quantitica, The result was that the American 
manufacturers came over here and said: ‘ We 
are making 100 per cent. on capital; if you con- 
tinue to send screws to Awerica we: shall, of 
course, be obliged to reduce our prices. Tiat 
will shut you out, but it will reduce our profits, 
which will not be good for either of us. Let us, 
therefore, make a bargain: we will pay you so 
much a year to sit still and not send a screw to 
America.’ Well, they did it, and his firm received 
a handsome income for years from the Amorican 
manufacturers, protected, as they were, by the 
folly and stupidity of protectionist legislation, 
to sit still and not send screws to America.” 


The subsidy is said to have been £25,000 
ayear. “For years,” in this way, the screw 
manufacturers procured and enjoyed a 
monopoly of the American market, and 
were enabled to exact prices that yielded 
dividends of “100 per cent.” This was 
their return to the people who had by law 
given them the protection which they 
sought. Well might Mr. Newton of the 
Wood Screw Association say at the recent 
annual meeting of the American Screw 
Company that ‘if President ANGELL could 
have held np the screw business as it was 
held up as the result of the war he and his 
brother would pay $3,500,000 more than 
the American Screw Company’s whole cap- 
ital to get his services.” The condition of 
the wood-screw business has undergone 
some change since the days of the Provi- 
dence monopoly and the Chamberlain sub- 
sidy. Patents have expired, and the num- 
ber of factories has increased. But the 
tariff is still prohibitory, and the manufact- 
urers can easily combine to prevent com- 
petition and exact high prices. 

When Mr. VaNcE makes his speech on 
wood screws he should not omit a brief his- 
tory of the Chamberlain subsidy and a 
statement of the enormous profits which 
American consumers have, by reason of a 
prohibitory tariff and bargains with foreign 


producers, been compelled to pay to the pro- | 


tected manufacturers. 


AMERICAN VIEWS OF JAPAN. 

At Reichard’s Gallery Mr. Theodore 
Wores of San Francisco offers 45 oil paintings 
and. pastels .which would merit examination 
merely on the score of curtosity, were the work- 
manship indifferent. Some months ago aJapan- 
ese resident of New-York exposed at the bric-a- 
brac shop of J. B. Woolley, on Fifth-avenue, a 
number of oil paintings of Japanese subjects 
executed here. They showed American tech- 
nique, but were reminiscences of the painter’s 


native land. Mr. Theodere Worosis an Ameri- 
can who has lived in Japan and painted the 
Japanese from the life. Hw has also made 
elaborate paintings and quick sketches of Chi- 
nese in the quarter of San _ Francisco 
which the latter inbabit. The Ameri- 
can and the Japanese painters approach 
each other, but witha difference. Mr. Wores 
has much the more experienced hand. He has 
atudied in Munich, made a name for himself in 
California by paintings of Chinese, and has had 
the benefit of along stay in Japan, where he 
met and studied the work of native artists. 
He has a high opinion of the latter. 
The Japanese, he has said, sre instinctively 
artistic. A European worker does a piece of 
artistic work deliberstely;and with tn fixed 
Tesolve that it shall and will be artistic. The 
Japanese worker does all this unconsciously. 
He simply follows his instincts and natural 
tastes. Yet be thinks that pictorial art has de 
teriorated in Japan, and at present is “but a 
cheap repetition of ancient times. The Jap- 
anese need a fresh start.” 

Mr. Wores 1a stronger in his pictures of China- 
men than of Japanese, and defter with paste!3 
than with oils, The heads of Chinese children, 
Ah Yengaud Anh Sing, are beautiful pieces of 
work. No. 42, “Chinese Woman,” and No. 4), 
“Chinese Priest,” are pastels full of luminous- 
ness and vigor. Some of the heads of Japanese 
are extremely well painted, and the Japanese 
room with a pretty musician playing the 
koto is charmingly done. Out-of-door 
views are less successful, perhaps  he- 
cause Mr. Wores has not mastered aerial 

erspective, having a somewhat hard touch xt 
imes and a@ lack of feeiing for planes. Yet 
“Coming Home from the Cherry Groves,” a 
atreet scene where a half-nude porter drags 
two pleasant-featured girls in a two-wheeled 
jiv-rikisha, 18 a pleasing picture with a great 
deal of excellent workon it. Very curions is the 
architecture of temples and houses as shown in 
many of the paintings, for the solore are here 
given in their natural vividness, and a very dil- 
ferent effect is vruduced from what we have 
been In the habit of seeing in photograpns. 
The pastel, “A Buddhist Graveyard,” is an- 
other interesting piece. Many of these oils 
and pastels are in themselves works of art 
worthy of careful study, while all have that 
interest which attaches to the Japanase. That 
there are people who enjoy pictures of Chinese 
and Japanese appears from the photographs of 
paintings sold to Lord Rosebery, Mr. Hasketh 
and other patrons of art. Collectors of Oriental 
bric-&-brac will find among Mr. Wores’s sketches 
and elaborate pieces things that will fit well on 
tho walls of their houses. Itadds very much to 
one’s understanding and appreciation of Oriental 
ceramics to have faithful views in colors of the 
temples and streets, the peasants, merchants 
and maidens, the groves and gardens of Japan. 
They will pass a very pleasant half-hour at 
Roichard’s gallery with these interesting works.

THE CROSBY BILL 


THE FATE OF*HIGH LICENSE 
DEPENDS ON HILL, 
SENATOR RUSSELL CASTS THE DECID- 


ING VOTE—THE BROKERS’ FEE BILL 


DEFEATED. 


ALBANY, April 26.—The Crosby High 
License bill passed the Senate to-day.. Not a t 
has been crossed or ani dotted, and it now goes 
to the Governor in the same shape in which it 
passed the Assembly some weeks ago. Some 
say the Governor will sign it, others that he will 
veto it, while a third class insists 
that he will allow it to become a 
law without his signature. This last 
course is a favorite one with him. Indeed, the 
records of the Secretary of State’s office show 
that nearly, if not guite, a third of the measures 
which have become laws this Winter have not 
received his signature. He has generously 
availed himself of that provision of the Consti- 
tution which permits any bill to become a law 
which remains in the Governor's possession for 
10 days and at the expiration of that periog has 
not been signed or vetoed. 

Senator Henry Russell of this city cast the 
boventeenth and deciding vote for the High Li- 
cense bill. Until within a very few days he has 
bsen opposed to the bill, aLd a knowledge of 
this fact has led the Democrats to believe that 
bis vote would be recorded in the negative when 
the bill was finally reached by the Senate. The 
Senator at last yielded to the arguments of his 
Republican associates anc constituents, but re- 
frained from defining his position until the crit- 
teal moment: was reached. That moment was 


reached about 3 o’clock this afternoon, after the 
Senate had spent three hours in discussing the 
measure. 

Senator Erwin took charge of the bill. He 
firat satistied himself that every oue of the 32 
Senators were inthe Chamber. The Clerk, Mr. 
Kenyon, placed the bill on his desk-and pro- 
ceeded to read it throueh, Senator Murphy 
moved to recommit.it to the committee, with 
iustructions to strike ont the enacting clause. 
This move was for the purpose of ascertaining 
just what strength its opponents could 
touster. “° Senator Coggeshall, Republican, 
voted in the negative, with the friends of 
the bill, first defining his position. He did not 
want. he said, to kill the bill without. first at- 
tempting to periecot it. If he couid amend it so 
as to reduce the price of the beer sellers’ licenses 
be would be willing to vote for it; otherwise he 
would-not vote for it under any circumstances. 
Mr. Murphy’s motion was lost by the following 
vote:

Then Senator Murphy moved to amend by 
exempting New-York and Brooklyn frou its 
provisions. This was lost by 6 to 20. The 6 
were Senators Cantor, Langbein, Murpby, Reilly, 
and Stadler, all Democrats, of New-York, and 
Worth, Republican, of Brooklyn. Senator Ives, 
in voting in the negative, explained that the 
Democratic Party in its last platform had de- 
clare itself in favor of a uniform excise law for 
the whole State, and if such an amendment was 
adopted the bill would certainly not be uniform. 


Then came the amendment proposed by Sena- 
tor Coggeshall of Oneida. He moved to reauce 
the minimum price of beer licenses from $100, 
prescribed by the bill, to $50, and the maximum 
price of $400 to $100. This precipitated the 
speeches, and there was a perfect flood of them. 
Senator Coggeshall and Senator Worth and 
Senator Laughlin of Buffalo were positive that 
the passage of the bill in its present shape 
woult alienate the German vote. Senator 
Stadler, Democrat, insisted that a discrimina- 
tion was made against the beer sellers and in 
favor of the whisky sellers. Senator Arnold 
madea telling apeech, in which he pictured Gov. 
Hill as the man who bad arrayed the Democratioe 
Party on the side of therum power. He cited 
the vetoes of the Governor of the bills prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquors near the grounds of the 
Wiliard Asylum and the sale of liquors in the 
Capitol. He referred also to the Governor's veto 
of the High License bill of last year to prove his 
argument that the Governor is thoroughly ailied 
with the rum power. Senators Linson and Can- 
tor both undertook to defend the Governor, but 
with very poor success. 


Senator Murphy made one more effort to 
amend. He moved to reduce the price for 
liquor licenses trom $500 to $200. This also 
was lost by arising vote. Senator Russell fol- 
lowed his original intention by voting in favor 
of the Coggeshall amendment, upon which the 
vote was next takeh. This was lost by another 
rising vote of 10 to 16. Further obstructive 
tactics were seen to be useless, and a vote was 
ordered on the final passage of the bill. This 
waa as follows:

Up to the last moment Senator Stadler, one 
_of the most determined opponents of the 
measure, dul not believe that it would pass. 
Everybody looked eagerly at Senator Russell 
when his name was called. He voted yea in 
@ clear Joud voice. He could not repress a 
smile as he detected the interest manifested in 
his vote. 

When Senator Murphy’s bill to prevent reck- 
less speculations in stocks and bunds came up 
on final reading, Mr. Vedder asked to have 1 
tecommitted for further hearing. It provides 
for an annual fee of $5 of brokers and dealers in 
stocks, ana a State taxof $5 onevery hundred 
shares of stock sold but not actually delivered. 
He said nota membérof the Taxation Committee 
approved the bill. Mr. Cantor thought is was 
strange that brokers in New-York should be 
taxed any more than physicians or lawyers, 
The measure would pot exterminate bucket 
shops. It would incumber legitimate business 
and compel actual deliveries by bucket shop 
Managers—not deter the latter from business. 
Mr. Ives spoke against it, as did Mr. Vedder. 
The latter said the bili only created a war be- 
tween the New-York Stock Exchange and the 
Coneaolidated Exchange. -Mr.- Vcedder’s amend- 
.ment exempting the New-York Consolidated 
Exchange trom the provisions was accepted. 
The motion to recommit was lost by a vote of 
11 toll,and tho bill was then defeated by the 
following vote:

If the Senate stamps with its approval a bill 
passed by the Assembly to-day, a commission, 
consisting of D. O. Mills, George 8. Field, and 
William Libby, and two members to be appuint- 

by Gov. Hiil and Mayor Hewitt, will 
spend the earlier part of the Summer 
roaming up and down the western shore of 
Manhattan Island looking fora place at which 
to iand a bridge across the Hudson River. Judge 
Greene's bill suthorizing the appointment of a 
commission for that purpose, with power to re- 
reive subseriptious to the capital stock of a 
bridge company and organize the company from 
the subscribers, passed the Assembly. The 
powers given the commission are extraordinary. 
and the bill is 80 loosely drawn that if its pur- 
pose 18 an honest one, as Judge Greene claims, 
tis subject to 2 great deal of criticism. The 
bill never sbould have passed. Tt bas 
beén steadily pushed since its introduction, and 
as steudily opposed by Mr. Hamilton and Mr. 
Crosby and one or two other gentlemen. Mr. 
Crosby sought to ainend it to-day so as to make 
its provisions harmonize a little more closely 
with the principles of sound legislation, but 
there were votes enough to pass the bill and 
vote down any undesirable amendments, and its 
friends knew it and actea accordingly. The

Reports are in vircula- 
tion that a conétructicn company was to be or- 
ganized, and that promises were ‘made that 
members should have a slice of the company’s 
stock if they would vote forit. Its passage is a 
reflection upon the honesty or good common 
sense of every man who voted for it. 

Something tangible in the way of provision 
for repuirs to the Assembly ceiling reached the 
Assembly to-day ina bill introduced by the Ap- 

propriation Committee. It authorizes the 
peaker of the Assembly to appoint a committee 
of five, of which he is to be one, which shall 
take charge and direct certain repairs and alter- 
ations to the Capitol.. The committee may em- 
ploy an architect to make plans and specifica- 
tions under which the work isto bedone. All 
work is to be done and all materials purchased 
by contract let to the lowest biader, when in the 
udgment of the committee such method will not 
6 detrimental to the interests of tne State. 
As soon as practicable after the adjournment of 
the Lecislature the committee is to cause to be 
reinoved the present Assembly ceiling, ‘* and 
such other portions of the south side ofthe 
Capitol as in the judgment of said committee it 
is necessary to remove, and to erect in place 
thereof a suitable ceiling and restore the pro- 
portions of those parts of the building removed, 
and to make such repairs. of the Golden 
corridor and rooms now occupied by the 
State library, of the Assembly  stair- 
case in the northeast quarter of the Capi- 
tol, and of the dormer windows, gutters, 
and roof of the north side of the building, as 
the said committees may approve.” All this 
work is to be completed py Dec. 15 next. The 
members of the committee are to receive no 
Salaries, but only their expenses. To make 
these repairs and alterations $350,000 is ap- 
propriated. No part of the appropriation ex- 
capt enough to pay for the first plans ‘and speci- 
fications is to be expended except upon plans 
and specifications which shall satisfy the State 
Controller that the work will be wel) done and 
completed, and the materials therefor paid for 
within the limits of the appropriations, and. no 


debt or lability may be created by the com- 


mittee on behalf of the State in-the prosecu- 
tion of this work. 

“This bill,” éaid Chairman Ainsworth, ‘‘is 
the only bill. upon which the Comwmittee on Ap- 
Ppropriations has been able to agree, and we ask 
that 1ts consiceration be made a special order 
for Tuesday next.” 

Mr. Sheehan did not like the idea of a commit- 
tee of Assemblymen supervising work of such 4 
character, and thought that either Capitol Com- 
missioner Perry or Mr. Andrews, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings, or both, should be 
added to the committee. He had the bill recom- 
mitted to the Appropriation Committee, with 
instrections to report it with the one or both of 
the officials named as members of the committee. 

The Assembly Railroad Committee to-day re- 
ported favorably a bill introduced Feb. 15 by 
Mr. O’Connor of New-York, which provoked a 
good deal of discussion and was tinally sent to 
the Cities Committee, where it apparently be- 
longe, for further hearing. As originally pre- 
sented the bill purported to bean amendment to 
the Cantor Railroad act. Asitappeared to-day 
it was described by various members as en- 
abling the city to give the right of ‘way under 
the proposed widened Elm-street in New-York 
to an underground railway, as doing the same 
thing for the proposed tunnel under Thirty- 
eighth-street from rivertoriver in connection 
with atunnel under the East River. The chief 
feature of the bill seemed to be in the following 
amendment, which was added in the Railroad 
Committee: 


** Nothing in this act shall be construed to require 
any raiiroad company to obtain for the construction 
and operation of such portion of its railroad as is 
within the limitof a city or village, but is nota 
street railroad, any of the consents specified in the 
first section of this act. but in lien thereof it shall 
obtain the consent of the authorities empowered by 
law to sell or lease the real preperty of such city or 
Village, and the said authorities, after consider- 
ing the value of the rights of way required for such 
construction, shall themselves have power to fix the 
rate of compensation to be paid annually by the 
railroad company to the said city or village for such 
consent, and the said compensation shall be paid 
into the Treasury of thecity or village. None of 
the provisions ofthis actshall authorize the con- 
struction of a bridge over or across any navigable 
river and the construction of any bridge under the 
provisions of this act is hereby prohibited. This 
act shall not affect the New-York Arcade Railway 
Company nor authorize the construction of a rail- 
way under Broadway or Madison-avenue, in the 
city of New-York, except to cross the same at a 
depth of 3U feet or more below the surface thereof.”’ 

Mr. Crosby to-day introduced during the con- 
fusion, and endeavored to pass, a bill making it 
unlawful to display any flag save the American 
upon any public building in the State, county, 
municipal or otherwise. Mr. Crosby said he 
thought the American flag was good enough for 
anybody living under its protection, and Mr. 
Finn of New-York indorsed that belief and said 
he hoped the bill would pass. Then there fol- 
lowed a season of unprofitable oratory, with 
sentimental patriotism as a theme, in which 
various members charged the father of the bill 
witb being “ foolish, inconsistent, absurd, anda 
narrow-minded bigot,” allof which Mr. Crosby 
bore with great meekness. There were four 
votes—those of Mr. Crosby, Mr. Hamilton, Mr. 
Fuller, and Mr. Tisdale, for the bill, and 104 
against it. 


CLASSIFYING THE YACHTS. 


CHANGES IN THE RULES OF THE SEA- 
WANHAKA CLUB. 

A special meeting of the Seawanhaka 
Corinthian Yacht Club was held last evening at 
the clubnouse, 7 East Thirty-second-street, to 
consider a number of amendments to the con- 
stitutien, by-laws, and racing rules. The 
classification of schooners was amend- 
ead to the following: Class 1—All over 
90 feet, LL W. L. length; Class 2—All 


over 75 feet and not over 90. feet, L. W. L 
length; Class 3—Ali over 63 feet and not over 
75 feet, L. W. L. length; Class 4—Ali of 63 feet, 
L. W. L length, and under. ‘fhe following classi- 
fication of sloops, cutters, and yawls was adopt- 
ed: Class 1--All over 80 feet, L. W. L. length; 
Class 2—Ali over 70 feet and not over 80 feet; 
Class 3—All over 61 feet and not over 70 feet; 
Class 4—All over 53 feet and vot over 61 feet; 
Cia4s 5—All over 46 feet and not over 53 feet; 
Class 6—All over 40 feet and not over 46 feet; 
Class 7—All over 35 feet and not over 40 feet; 
Class 8—All of 35 feet and under. Any yacht 
which shall have been launched prior to June 1, 
1888, exceeding the higher limit in any class by 
not over the fraction of a foot shall be included 
in that class. 

‘The following definition of L. W. L. length was 
adopted: “L. W. L. length is the distanceina 
straigbt line between the points furthest for- 
ward and furthest aft where the hull exclusive 
of the rudder-stock is intersected by thesurface 
of the water, when the yacht is afloat in racing 
trim, with all persons on board, when the meas- 
urement is taken oe 4 

In all yachts not authorized to carry a profes- 
sional crew, club topsails are hereafter re- 
stricted. Classes 2. 3, and 4 of schooners, and 
3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 of sloops will hereafter only be 
allowed to carry topsails which do not extend 
above the truck or beyond the gaff-end. No 
club or head yard on spinnaker shall exceed in 
length 1-30 of the L. W. L. length of the yacht, 
and no foot-yard or club shall. be permitted. 
The New-Rochelle Yacht Club and the Oyster 
Bay Yacht Club were added tothe list of those 
invited to compete in the annual regatta.

INGALLS-- -WiLE- TALK AGAIN; 


REPUBLICANS DISMAYED BY HY8 INTEN- 
TION TO REPLY TO MR. VOORHEES, 
WaAsHINGTON, April 26.—Mr. Daniel W. 

Voorhees of Indiana has done that which a 

good many Republicans bavé wished no man 

could do. He has provoked Mr. John J. Ingalls 
of Kansas into a determination to make another 
political speech in the Senate. The effect of Mr. 

Ingalls’s recent attack upon thé loyalty of Gens. 

Hancock and McClellan was 80 disastrous 

that all good Republicans have devoutly 

prayed that the Kansas Senator might not again 
feel called upon to speak on poiitical questions. 

They were greatly pleased whén he stelded to 

their wishes and refrained from a threatened 

“explanation” of his slurs upon the memory of 

the dead soldiers, and they were downright 

grateful when ho put away. the temptation to 
reply to the protest against those slurs made by 

Col. Finlay Anderson. But Mr. Ingalls can keep 

quiet no longer. He héard only the opening 

sentences of Mr. Voorhees’s defense of the 


Democratic Party yesterday, but this morning 
he read what, the Indiana benator saidin the /ec- 
ord, and earl¥ in the session.of the Senate he took 
the floor long enough to giva formal notice that 
on Tuesday next he would replt to Mr. Voorhees. 
A casual examination of Mr. Voorhces's speech, 
he said, disclosed certain omissions on the Sen- 
ator’s part with regard to the relations of the 
Democratic Party to the subject of pensions, to 
the war, to the reconstruction of the Southern 
States, to the solid South, to the late 
Lonisiana election, and to the issues ana results 
of the approaching campaign.. These omissions 
appeared to Mr. Ingalls to justify some observa- 


tions in reply, and he: proposed .to make these- 


observations on Tuesday, 

Mr. Ingalls will wait until Tuésday to point 
out the particular statements made by Mr. 
Voorhees at which he takes umbdrage, but it is 
safe to say that he does not think kindly of the 
remarks of the Indiana Senator when he said: 

“When the presiding officer of this body, holding 
the hichest official position now held by a Rapub. 
lican anywhere in the Government, and elevated to 
it by the united vote of his party. descended to the 
floor and maligned. the memory of Américan heroes 
they were not here fo answer; they Were sieeving 
where flowers and tears are annually commingled 
on Memorial Day; they were resting after their 
glorious life in the quiet bivouae of the dead.” 


Nor is the Kansaa Senator likely to enjoy this 
comment by Mr. Veorhees: 


:“ He stood in his place in tha Senate a recognized 
leader of his party, and denounced two great Union 
Genera!s as traitors to their country, allies of the 
Confederacy, and no word of dissent or rebnke has 
been uttered by a single one of his party associates, 
here or in thé other branch of Congress. We have 
waited, and some have. wondered, but the silent ac- 
quiesence in the horrible charge remained un- 
broken.”

ST. THOMAS’S NEW RECTOR. 


THE REV. DR. JOHN W. BROWN’S MIN- 
ISTRATIONS IN’ BUFFALO. . 
From the Buffalo Ezpress, April 25. 


Buffalonians will join in general regret at’ 


the announcement that the Rev. Dr. Jobn W. 
Brown, Rector of St. Paul’s Church, has aoc- 
cepted a call to the Rectorship of 8t. Thomas’s 
Church in New-York. Dr. Brown had declined 
acallfrom Grace Church, Btooklyn, and was 
also desired by St. Paul's of Boston.- Dr. Brown 
came to Buffalo just five years ago frow Trinity 
Church, Cleveland, having previously minis- 
teredin Detroit. He found St. Paul’s with a 
sparse congregation and a very small income. 
So successful has he deen in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the. parish that 
the income has more than _doubled—in 
fact, almost trebled. The custom of tho 
parishioners at that time was to attend 
the main service regutarly,. and with that 


their churchgoing ended for the week. Under 
Dr. Brown’s ministration all the church days 
have been properly observed by suitable and 
well-attended services. Instead of holding one 
service on Sunday, four are being held with good 
results; instead of a monthly celebration, two 


arenow being held on each Lord’s Day, and. 


celebrations are also given’ on each holy day; 
instead of Lenten services in the chapel indiffer- 
ently attended, these services have been held in 
the body of the church with large attendances. 
The offerings of all kinds during the year last 
reported aggregated $20,388 58, of which 
$11,737.08 was for parish purposes, and the 
balance for genera! relief, educational, and mis- 
slonary work of the church at large. 

During Dr. Brown’s Rectorate and under his 
sama various works have been completed 
or beautifying the edifice, chief among which 
may be mentioned the memorial window to the 
lamented Dr. Sbeiton. Other memorial windows 
have been placed in tbe church by individuals 
in memory of deceased friends. Several others 
have been ordered and are almost ready for 
erection. The ministration of Dr. Brown has 
been a continuous success not only tinanctally, 
but also spiritually. Ithbas been said that out- 
side of the Bishoprics there are but few parishes 
in this country to whicha priest can go with 
the feeling that he-thereby enjoys promo- 
tion. Or these St. Thomas is one. Dr. 
Brown has been identified actively with vari- 
ous public institutions in Buffalo, among which 
may be mentioned the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals and the. Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. He is 
at present Chaplain of the Sixty-fifth Regiment, 
President of the Board of Managers of the 
Church Home, and has beenamember of the 
General Convention af the Protestant Episcopal 
Church for the past 12 or 15 years. He was also 
President of the Buffalo Musical Association 
one year. He takes a great interest in musical 
matters, possessing an excellent voice for both 
singing and speaking... His fine powers of ora- 
tory have won hima more than local reputa- 
tion. The doctor has a commanding presence, is 
a fluent and eloquent preacher, a kindly and 
sympathetic man.

‘THROUGH BLINDING SMOKE

SAVING TWO U8UNCUNSCIOUS 
WOMEN AT A FIRE, 
INMATES OF A FLAT IN DANGER—LACK 
OF WATER DELAYS THE FIREMEN— 

SOME NARROW ESCAPES. 

There was much excitement in the five- 
story apartmont house at the southwest corner 
of Ninth-avenue and Fifty-eighth-stréet yester- 
day afternoon. A fire which started in the cel- 
lar spread rapidly through the dumb-waiter 
shaft to the roof, imperiling the livesof the 
occupants of the premises, but, although there 
were many narrow escapes, everybody got out 
unharmed. The firemen were hampered by the 
lack of water, and the building was badly 
damaged. 

The house was of brick, with a brownstone 
front. It had a frontage of 25 feet in West 
Fifty-eighth-street, and extended 100 feet in 
Ninth-avenue. The ground floor was divided 
into four stores. The New Era Home-made 
Bakery of John Horn was at 893. F. Lopez 
had a cigar store at 891, George Dunn a 
grocery at 889, and Louis T. Brennan an un- 
dertaker’s shop at 887. The four floors above 
were divided so as to accommodate two fam- 
ilies on each floor. The main stairway, at 
400 West Fifty-eighth-street, was used in com- 
mon by all the tenants. There was a fire 
escapes of an approved pattern, with balconies, 
and connecting ladders, in the centre of the 
Ninth-avenue front, taking in a window of each 


flat. Seven families ocoupied the house, On tho 
first floor were the families of C. K. Dodge and E. 
L. Harkness, on the next floor the family of C. L. 
Crawford occupied the northerly — hethira 
floor was occupied by Mrs. 8. Baker and her 
daughter. Miss Flora Baker, and Jobn T. Pyles 
and family. Miss Baker is a member of the 
* Erminie” compans, now playing at the Casino. 
With Mr. Pyles was boarding John P. Collins, 
who is connected with the Primrose, Thatcher 
& West minstrel company. On the top floor the 
northerly flat was oceupled by Foreman Charles 
H. Perley of Engine Company No. 34, and the 
southerly flat by J. Cavanagh, a bookkeeper at 
Arnold, Constable & Co.’s. 

‘rhe tire was discovered at 1:30 o’clock by 
George Reichert, the janitor, in a smali room in 
the cellar. An hour before. he had built a fire 
under the engine and had started the pump. “At 
this second visit the place was all ablaze, The 
tire had been burning probably for some time. 
Up the dumb-waiter shaft the flames spread, 
seeming to leap past the second and third floors 
and bursting out at the roof, 

Tenants on the first and second floors made 
thor way through the smoke down the stairway 
without much difficulty, but Mra. Baker and her 
daughter, who were alonein their rooms, were 
compelled to retreat When they tried to get into 
the hali. They then went to the windows of 
their rooms facing on Ninth-avenue, and got 
cut on the fire escape, descending to the bai- 
cony in safety. Hook and Ladder Company No, 
4 had by this time arrived, ashort ladder was 
raised, and the women were carried tothe street 
unhurt. Mr. Collins, who was the only person 
in the apartments of Mr. Pyle, also came 
down the fireescape. The occupants of the 
fifth fioor had a more thrilling experience. 
Foreman Perley and his wifo were at dinner, 
and hed as their guesta the Foreman’s father, 
Joseph L. Perley, who was Chief Engineer of 
the Fire Department and Fire Commissioner 
for & number of years, and Frank D. Collis, one 
of the operators of the fire-alarm telegraph. 
When the Foreman realized that the house was 
on fire, exit by the stairway was impossible, 
Mrs. Perley fainted, so he took her in his 
arms and carried her up the scuttle 
ladder to the roof and along to the 
roof of 402 West Fifty-eighth-street. His 
father knew that Mra. Cavanrzh and her three 
children were in the adjoining flat, and with 
Operator Collis he went to their assistance. The 
woman was beside herself with fear. The ex- 
Fire Chief seized the youngeat child, and car- 
ried it to theroof. Collia took another one of 
the children and hurried after his old command- 
er. Then they returned for Mrs. Cavanagh and 
the other child. Tbe woman bad fainted, and it 
was a difficult task to carry her and her child 
through the suffocating smoke, but they suc- 
ceeded in doing it. Chief Perley said afterward 
that it was about the “closest call’ he had had 
during all his experience. He was compelled to 
retreat sorapidiy that he left his overcoat be- 
hind him. and it fell a prey to the flames, 

Meanwhile the engines had been ai work. 
When Chief McCabe arrived he sent a third 
alarm, and this was followed by special calls for 
Engines Nos. 22 and 44, All this force would 
have been unnecessary had the first engines 
found an adequate supply of water. Engine 
No. 23, the- first to arrive, made a connection 
with a hydrant at the northeast corner of Ninth- 
avenue and Fifty-seventh-street, with- 
in 20 feet of the burning building, 
but found it “dry.” Not a drop of 
water could be pumped from it. The 
pressure on all the hydrants in the neighborhood 
was weak, and it was half an hour after the sig- 
nal for an increased supply had been sent to the 
catehouse in Central Park before anything like 
a supply of water could be obtained, The result 
was that the fiftn floor of the building was gut- 
ted and that the roof was burned off. The fourth 
floor was pretty badly wrecked and the lower 
floors had to be deluged before the fire could be 
extinguished. 

The building belongs to Robert W. Taylor, and 
has been occupied about two years. The damage 
to the building by fire and water is estimated at 
$15,000. Itis insured for that amount. The 
aggregate loss of the tenants in the flats will be 
about $8,000, on which there is little insurance. 
Jobn Horn, the baker, estimates his loss. at 
$3,000, on which there is no insurance. F. 
Lopez, the cigar dealer, Joses $1,000 by water. 
George Dunn’s stock of groceries was damaged 
to the amount of $2,500. The undertaker, Bren- 
nan, loses $500. 


LOSS IN THE DRY GOODS DISTRICT. 

Smoke was seen issuing from the upper 
windows of the five-story and mansard iron- 
front building 47 Walker-street just after 7 
o'clock last evening. and an alarm was in- 
atantly sent out. The upper floors had been 
closed for an hour, but employes on the first and 
second floors were still at work. They had 
heard, they said, what sounded to them like an 


explosion, but paid no attention to it. Second 
and third alarms were sent out, and a large 
force of firemen were soon at work, Chief Shay 


_in command, and the fire was ont by 9 o’clock. 


At that time all the building above the second 
floor was burned out and the lower floors were 
water-soaked. 

Rosendorf & Co., dealers in underwear and 
hosiery; J. 8.

WHY THE WATER FAILED. 

D. Lowber Smith, Deputy Commissioner 
of Public Works, was asked by a TIMES reporter 
yesterday if he could explain the failure of the 
water supply at the Delamater Iron Works fire 
the night before. 

**T don’t know anything about it,” he replicd 
inatesty humor, “but charge it up to the De- 


partment of Public Works, It’s the fashion 
now to charge upon this department everything 
that pcople choose to complain about. The 
newspapers have said that the shortage of water 
was due to eome employe of the Department of 
Public Works—now let them prove it. Mr. 
Birdsall, was there any work being done on the 
mains up in the Delamater Jron Works neigh- 
borhood last night that should interfere with 
the flow of water through them ?” 

Mr. Birdsall said not that he was aware of. 

Mr. Swith then ordered a report from James 
D. Keegan, foreman of repairs in the district, 
who said that upon instructions from the Chief 
of the Fire Department he had turned the water 
off in Thirteenth-avenue from Fourteenth-street 
south over night, in order to enable new connec- 
tions to be made at Gansevoort Market, but that 
as soon as he was informed he turned the water 
on again within five minutes after he received 
the order. 

According to the officials of the Fire Depart- 
ment it was 12 minutes afier the engines were 
connected at the fire plug that the water was 
turned on, and in the meantime tbe fire held un- 
disputed possession of ths building.

TARIFF DEBATE. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


In the leading protectionist paper I find 
the following reported as having been stated by 
Mr. Burrows of the Ways and Means Committee 
in his speech in the House yesterday. Tho cor- 
respondent says: 


“A partof his spesch was devoted toa thorough 
exposure of the fallacies of Mills and McMillin, who 
asserted that what they called ‘ war taxes,’ meaning 
customs duties, are heavier to-day than during the 
war, and that the average duties ‘ on dutiable goods 
amounted to 4445 per cent. from 1883 to 1887, and 
during the last year to 47 1-10 per cent.’ Mr.. Bur- 
rows called attention to the fact that they continea 
their calculations to dutiable goods alone, and there- 
fore that their deductions were not only misleading. 
but worthless. * To illustrate,’ said he, ‘weare paying 
134 per cent. an rice in the husk, and if that was the 
only dutiable article imported it would be exactly 
true to say that the average rate on dutiable imports 
was 134 percent.’ Mr. Burrows then showed that 
instead of the average rate of duties on our importa- 
tions — 47 1-10 per cent. lastiyear, it was only 31 
per cent.”

The Special Sessions Court: of the ‘Tombs. 
was crowded agian yesterday when the examina- 
tion of Mme. Diss Debar and “Gen.” Diss Debar on 
charges of conspiring to defraud Lawyer Luther 
R. Marsh was continued. Mr. Hewe had prom- 
ised thata picture should be produced in open 
court upon a blank piece of paper through natu- 
ral means, and he kept his promise, much to the 
Gelight of the spectators. 

David N. Carvalho of Fordham, an expert in 
handwriting and photography, was called, and 
‘when he appeared Mr. Howe shouted, “Mr. 
Marsh! Mr. Marsh!” That gentleman was not 
present, however, much to Mr. Howe’s regret. 
Mr. Carvalho held aroll of paper in his hand, 
Which Mr. Howe took and unfolded. Apparent- 
ly it was blank. It wae passed to Messrs. Town- 
send and Boyd, Mme. Diss Debar’s counsel, and 


finally Mr. Howe offered it to Mme. Diss Debar, 
éuying that she could mark it by tearing olf a 
corner if she chose to do so; whereupon that 
defendant retorted that she would have marked 
—_ she Lad furnished the paper, but not other- 
Wise. 

“ Ah, just so, if you had furnished it,” said Mr. 
Howe, contemptuously; and then he added: 
“Well, we will shuw you what we can do. Ours 
is 2 cewonsatration of science, yours of fraud.” 

“ ioe can’t prove it,” exclaimed Mr. Town- 
send. 

‘We'll prove it, Sir,” replied Mr. Howe, im- 
pressively. 

Court Ofticers Sinclair and Rheinish then held 
the pauper flat agaixst the glass of the b ookcase 
behina Justice Kilbreth and Mr. Caralval quick- 
ly passed a moistened sponge overit. Instantly 
there appeared: a pertrait of Adelaide Neilsou. 
This was greeted with un outburst of applause, 
Which was with difficulty suppressed. 

Mr. Townsend had but one question to ask 
this witness. It was: **Can you produce an oil 
painting upon -canvas without approaching or 
touching the canvas ?” 

“No, Sir,’ was the simple reply, and Mme. 
Diss Debar snriled and nodded with apparently 
great satisfaction. 

William Fleron, a reporter, testified that in an 
interview with ** Gen.” Diss Debar in the Tombs 
last Sunday, that defendant admitted having 
done consiterable painting of pictures at 166 
Madison-avyenue, and that the defendant, Ann 
O’ Delia, was not his wife. 

Mr. Boyd moved that all the defendants be 
immediately discharged, asserting that the 
prosecution had failed to prove a charge of con- 
apiracy. 

Mr. Howo responded witha speech against 
the motion. It was a scathing denunciation 
of Mme. Diss Debar. During ita delivery her 
Tace vecame pallid, and she crouched down im 
her chair. At the sight of the shrinking medium 
.a shower of hisses canre from the Spiritualists in 
the court room, which brought this exclamation 
from Justice Kilbreth: ‘‘Otficers, if you hear 
that noise agaln ejevt the offending persons 
from the room summarily!” 

Justice Kilbreth denied Senator Boyd’s motion 
for dismissal and continued the two Lawrences 
on parole. 

Ex-Judge Nelson Cross was called. He wasa 
Spiritualist, he said, and believed 1n Mme, Diss 
Debar's powers as a medium, although about 10 
years ago he had detected her in throwinga 
slipper across a room during aséance. The slip- 
per was supposed to have been propelled by the 
spirits. He afterward accused her of being a 
Traud, and she placed upon his head a slate, say- 
ing, ‘Let the spirite decide whether Iam uw fraud 
or not.”-Inamoment ho took the slate down, 
and there was written upon it the word * Fraud.” 
Still, he believed in her because this showed her 
powers. He had had paintings come on can- 
Vases held over his head siace then, and was a 
firm believer in the genuineness of all of Mr. 
Marsh’s pictures. 

The Rev. Charles P. McCarthy, formerly an 
Enelish clergymen, was called as an art expert. 
He called ail of Mr. Marsh’s pictures splendid 
specimens of art. On cross-examination, when 
anatomical defects in the paintings were point- 
ed vut, he stated that the work of the old 
masters Was as well recognized by its defects as 
by its merits. 

Mrs. Beach of 17 West Nineteenth-street, who 
was called, tried to deliver a lecture on Spiritual- 
ism, and the court ordered her withdrawn. 

* Dr.”” Matthew T. May, who said that he was 
a ‘healer’ at 996 First-avenue, said he saw 
Mime. Diss Debar produce a painting on & piece 
of card while she was bathing in the surf at 
Onset Bay, Mass., in 1886. 

* A water color, eh?” suggested Mr. Howe, at 
which everybody laughed. 

Tne witness volunteered this information: ‘I 
didu’t see no other man in the water but her.” 

J. L. O'Sullivan told how pictures came on his 
head substantially as bas been printed. 

Ezekial C. Leonard was called, and Mr. Howe 
got the impression that bis name was “ Gosling,” 

The witness asked the court for protection. 
Mr. Howe then discovered his mistake, and re- 
marked: “ITought to have known that so big # 
goose cuuld not have been a gosling.” 

This witness had paid Mme. Diss Debar $5 for 
a picture that was not intrinsically worth that 
much, but he was willing to give $5 more for 
‘another of the same kind produced in the same 


ay. 
The court adjourned until2 o’clockon Monday.

Forty or fifty good judges of beer spent 


more than six hours yesterday in the Common 
Council Chamber at the City Hall. Some of 
‘them drink “pool” beer exclusively; the rest 
Three gentlemen whose 
taste is supposed to be of a neutral tint sat as 
the President’s desk. The three were Gilbert 
Robertson, William Purcell, and Florence Dono- 
van, who constitute the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion. Mr. Purcell announced that the board was 
in session for the purpose of investigating a con- 
troversy that was supposed to be raging 
between the brewers of New-York and their late 
employes. 

Samuel Untermeyer at once said that, speak- 
ing for the United states Brewers’ Association, 
he did not recognize the existence of a con- 


troversy; neither did he recognize the power of 
the Board of Arbitration to investigate the 
affairs of the association; indeed, the board had 
no right to exist, for the Legislature, iu givin 
it life, had transcended its powers. He adde 
that he would, if thé board had no objection, re- 
main asa visitor. The board said nothing, but 
when Mr. Untermoyer afterward said that he 
would claim the right to cross-examine wit- 
nesses, and Samuel Gompers, President of the 
Federation of Labor, who appeared for the men, 
said that no visitor should be allowed to claim 
such aright, Cnairmav Purcell very promptly 
and curtly said that Mr. Untermeyer and his 
elients were outside the bars and nut in a posi- 
tion to ask favors. Had it not been for the in- 
terposition of Commissioner Gilbert Mr. Unter- 
meyer’s connection with the investigation would 
have ended there and then. 

The firat witness to be examined was Louis 
Herbrand, a leader on the men’s side in the 
recent trouble and Secretary of the National 
Union of Journeymen Brewers. He was very 
anxioue to be allowed to testify in German, but 
the board decided that his English was good 
enough. It grew very complicated when he was 
asked questions he did not care to answer. Ac- 
cording to his testimony the Brewers’ Union in 
this city was formed at the requeat of the 
brewery owners, some of whom paid the initia- 
tion fees of their men. He had held three meet- 
ings with Secretary Seifert of the Brewers’ 
Association. and was finally told, about the 
beginning of April, in a circular received from 
him, that no new agreement would be made by 
the brewers with their workmen's union. The 
lock-ont followed on April 16. He told Mr. 
Untermeyer he had not worked in a brewery for 
three yeurs and received $15 a week and travel- 
ing expenses from the Journeywen Brewers’ 
National Union. 

While Mr. Untermeyer was saying thatin re- 
fusing to make a new agreement with the union 
the bosses were largely influenced by the sym- 
pathy displayed by the union with the Chicago 
Anarchists and by the fact that the union 
seemed to be in thorough accord with An- 
archists, @ labor advocate called out, “That's a 
lie.” At another time, when he denounced the 
Chieago Anarchists as scourdrels, there was a 
loud hiss. Hedrew the attention of the board 
to the character of the ae as proof of 
the truth of his statements. e succeeded in 
getting an order of the board delivered to Her- 
brand for the production of the union’s minute 
books. 

Herbrand was forced to acknowledge that 
50,000 circulars were issued for the pur- 
— of creating and spreading a boycott on 

eer manufactured by members of the United 
States Brewers’ Association. Mr. Gompers, 
early in the afternoon, said that instead of ask- 
ing any one to take part in a boycott, they sim- 
ply “recommended” anarticle against .which 
no boycott existed. Later in the day, when-~ 
Herbrand was compelled to say that he boycot- 
ted “pool” beer, Mr. Gompers said that he did 
so, too. The investigation will be continued to- 
day.

er the property of hia own free will; that it 
was an absolute eift, and that she had no inten- 
tion of leaving him. 

She did leave him again, however,in August, 
1884, forafew weeks. Inv the Fall of 1887 they 
went to San Francisco, she having, he says, in 
duced him to give up bis; lucrative situation with 
the Harpers. There they fought again. Shesays 
that he drank again, and that Jan. 30, 1888, he 
lett her destitute at the Palace Hotel and came 
to New-York. He says that she locked him out 
of their rooms and put his trunks into tre hall- 
way, and that he did not drink at San Francisco, 
though she constantly tempted him so to do. 
As soon as he got back here he got an injunction 
restraining ber from meddling with or disposing 
of the property he gave her. She followed him, 
and immediately began proceedings to have the 
injunction dissolved. Judye Barrett heard the 
arguments yesterday and reserved his decision.

TALKING OF DYNAMITE. 

Several of the well-known Irish revolu- 
tionists in this city predict that England will 
soon again hear from the dynamiters. It is said 
an organization called the Irish Volunteers has 
just been completed, whose object is to supply 
the Irish people with dynamite, which they aro 


said to be ready to use, as the National League 
is powerless to help them. This organization 
cousists of asupreme executive of 5 members 
and a general council of 36, representing each 
of the counties and provinces of Lreland. 
Among the prominent members ure Frank 
Byrne, whom England wanted for the Phenix 
Park tragedy; E. Pilsworth St. Clair, who was 
exiled; John F. Kearney, who destroyed the 
L»cal Government Buard building in London 
with dynamite and is now editor of Solidarity, a 
Knight of Lavor organ. P. J. Huwe, President 
of the General Council, said that no dynamite 
would be sent from this couctry at present and 
that a wanifesto would be issued svoon to the 
Irish people in America. 

It is underatood that a school is to be started 
here toeducate the Irish peoplein the use of 
explosives, and that students from Engiand and 
Ireland will come here and, when iustructed, 
return to teach others.

eader of his party, has held office and isa 
puvlic man, vuc considering that I am merely 
a private citizen and have not held office, fora 
period of 20 years, why, I should be an egre- 
‘gious fool to refuse a nomination which bas not 
yet been oftered me. Besides, Iam a Blaine 
man firat, last, and all the time. All my Presi- 
dential preferences are for Mr. Blaine. I never 
expect to get the nomination, but firmly believe 
that Mr. Blaine will.” 

“Then you don’t think that Mr. Blaine’s let- 
ter was sincere?” 

**Most assuredly I do think it was sincere, 
but, mark you, Mr. Blaime never said be woulit 
refuse the nomination; ne merely said that his 
name would not be presented tu the convention.

FOUND DEAD IN BED AT THE FIFTH- 
AVENUE HOTEL. 

Gen. Abram Merritt of Nyack, N. Y., 
committed suicide in the Fifth-avenue Hotel 
‘on Wednesday night. He arrived there on 
Tuesday and registered as usual He did 
not: seem to be feeling well A chamber- 
maid made several unsuccessful attempts to 
enter his bedroom on Wednesday, and at nearly 
mifnight Clerk Carr told Porter McDonald to 
force his way in. Hefound Gen. Merritt fully 
dressed lying on the bed and apparently dead. 
Dr. Goldthwait was summoned and pronounced 
fe extinct; ‘death had occurred several hours 
before from an overdose of laudanum. The 


empty vial wasin theroom. There was alsoa 
letter addressed to Mrs. Merritt, written Tuea- 
day afternoon, from which we extract the fol- 
lowing: 

My DEAR WIFE: Life has been a struggle with 
me.. Iam near itsend. You have been a true and 
noble woman and have borne with me so patiently. 
«* = * JT leave you, my dear wife, in the hands of 
your good and gracious God. * * * We must all 
die sooner or later, and the grave is our rest. No 
man has ever had grander opportunities than J, and 
I have improved them except that I have not laid 
up money. From all sources I aim _ sure 
you will be able to realize enough to 
live comfortably. You may marry = again, 
and in that -case, God bless you. I[ cannot 
go on in business as matters stand. I am a good 
merchant, you know that, andso do my _ customers. 
1 thank all for their Kindness. * * * I am sxorr 
to leave you in this way. My mindisin a terrible 
state. * * * I have said but little to you on this 
point; you always worried so. Bury me with my 
children. * * * Nearly ali the furniture in the 
house was bought with pension money, and is yours, 
God bless you, and Carrie, and allour good friends. 
Have my funeralinu the church by Revs. Vander- 
vent, Lloyd, aud Campbell. ABIE 

On the envelope of a business letter found 
among the deceused man’s effects had been 
written by him: ‘To my young friends: Op- 
portunities, oh, lost opportunities! To-day if 
ye will hear His voice.” 

Gen. Merritt’s death caused great surprise in 
Nyack. He was one of its most prominent citi- 
zens, and the dry goods store of Abram Merritt 
& Co. was well known in Rockland County. He 
was a zealous and energetic Grand Army man, 
and in 1881 was elected Department Com- 
mander of the State. He was also an active 
Republican. He enlisted in the Union Army 
on Sept. 23, 1861, joining Company C, 
Twentieth New-York State Militia, (Eightieth 
Volunteers,) Col. George W. Pratt, and served 
in the First Army Corps. He was promoted 
Commissary Sergeant of the regiment. At tbe 
second battle of Bull Run he was taken prisoner 
and held for two months. He subsequently be- 
came Lieutenant 1n Company E, and at the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg was wounded tive times. Al- 
together he was in the army three years. His 
title of “General” was bestowed when he was 
elected Department Commander. He was form- 
erly in the dry goods business at Kingston, and 
was a United States Consul at Liverpool under 
President Grant.

The Rev. Dr. Patton then spoke: “I wonld 
like,” he said, ‘‘to besr my testimony to the 
universal cordiahty with which I was received, 
and the universal enthnslasm of all the Alumni 
in the cities I have visited. In Chicago we needa 
preparatory school for Princeton. Such a school 
would help the college very much, for Yale Is 
pow A strong there. In Cincinnati there is a very 
active Aluinni association, and in St. Louis very 
euthusiastic Alumul. St. Louis isa stratezic point 
for Princeton, because itis the gateway of the 
Southwest, Itis very important to get a good 
foothold there, for in the. rehabilitation of the 
South I think we can look for increased patron- 
age for Princeton. The way to increase our 
number of stuvuents 1s to enlarge our area of fa 
cilities, and to dothis we must have money.

“Dr. McCosh has asked us to tell him what he 
mustdo.

MAOHING WORKS BURNED. © 
4 BIG LOSS AND SEVERAL WORKMEN 
BADLY INJURED. 

Bostox, Mass., April 26.—The Atlantic: 
Machine Works, corner of Border and Maverick 
streets, were burned.this morning, causing an 
estimated loss of $150,000. The fire started in 
the pattern skop, and the supposition is that it 
caught from the wires of an arc electric light. 
The rear portion of the building was quickly de- 
stroyed and a scene of great excitement was 
caused when the walls fell in, carrying with 


them all the machinery and completely destroy- 


ing the engine room. So rapid was the course 
of the fire thatit was with difficulty that many 
of the workmen were able to make their 
exit. Robert Cassidy was almost suffo- 
cated by smoke. He was discovered lying 
under a lathe by a workman who went back to 
the pattern room for his tools. He dragged him 
to the stairsandout of the building. Cassidy 
was taken to the hospital. Charles Studley, a 
pattern maker, was badly burned about the 
face and hands. Andrew Cordiner in his haste 
to escape the flames jumped over the atair rail- 
ing and landed on his head. It was thought his 
neck was broken, but he revived and was carried 
home. William Goodman, foreman of tke pat- 
tern room, was burned about the head and 
shoulders, and others bad their hair singed. The 
insurance aggregates $200,000, and is divided 
between the following companies: 

Home of New-York, $10,000, and $5,000 in 
each of the following 38 companies: Phenix of 
Hartford, Citizens’ of New-York, German-Amer- 
jean, Commercial Union, American of New- 
York, Pacific, Niagara, Manufacturers and 
Builders’, Poople’s of New-York, Continental, 
Long [sland, Sun, Fire Insurance Association, 
Imperial, Phenix of London, City of London, 
North British and Mereanttile, London and Lan- 
eashire. Royal, Washington, Equitable, Provi- 
dence- Washington, Merchants’ of Providence, 
Orient, Williamabure City, Phenix of New-York, 
Firemen’s of New-Jorsey, Fire Association of 
Philadelphia, American of Philadelphia, Insur- 
ance Company of North America, Pennaylvania, 
Insurance Company of the State of Pennayl- 
vania, United Firemen’s, Northwestern Nation- 
al, Fireman’s Fund of San Franciseo, Queen, 
Scottsh Unien and National, and Hamburg- 
Bremen of Hamburg. 

The patterns, all of which were destroyed, coast 
the company $100,000, but tneir value at the 
time of the fire was about $20,000. Among 
them were patterns of all the ferry and tug 
boats inthe harbor. These patterns will kave 
to be replaced. 


CLOSED BY THE SHERIFF, 


FAILURE OF A DKY GOODS COMMISSION 
HOUSE. 

Radcliffe & Co., dry goods commission 
merchants at West Broadway and Leonard- 
street, failed yesterday. The first intimation in 
the trade of any trouble was the closing of the 
store by Deputy Sheriff Kaufman early fn the 


day on executions amounting to $174,500. The 
tirm confessed judgments to their contidential 
creditors for money lent as follows: Graham 
P. Kenyon, $121,896; Andrew J. C. Hoye, 
$28,406; Benjamin Carter, $17,016; William E. 
Shepard, $5,648, and John A. Walker, $1,534. 
Later the firm made a general assignment to 
Frederick B. Bard without preference. The 
partners in the tirm are Abrsham H. Clarke, 
James A. Radcliffe, Russell Dart, Jr., and Frea- 
erick W. Kenyon. The business was started on 
Jan. 1,1882, with acapital of $50,000, which 
was increased by $25,000 that Mr. Kenyon con- 
tributed when he became a partner on Jan. 1, 
1884. Mr. Clarke also put in $20,000 additional 
capitalin 1883. From the time that the busi- 
ness was started Russell Dart, althongh 
not @ partner, has been the manager. The 
firm was agent for the Globe Knitting Company, 
the Royal Hosiery Mills, and the Clermont 
Hosiery Mills. The principal business was 
handling hosiery. The signed statement made 
to sraastree’s of the firm’s condition Jan. 1, 
showed assets $403,064, and liabilities $252,- 
417. Inthe trade the present liabilities are es- 
timated at $300,000. 

In connection with this failure another assign- 
ment was filed in Brooklyn yesterday by James 
A. Radcliffe of the firm and Frank R. Vernon to 
Edwin C. Moffat, giving preferences for $70,545. 
Mr. Radcliife is the Treasurer of the company. 

The only one of the four partners who ap- 
peared at the office yesterday was Mr. Clarke. 
He refused to say anything about the failure. 
Mr. Bard, the Assignee, said that he could not 
say anything about the labilities,assets,or cause 
of the failure,
